CHICAGO, Dec. 15.—-Unemployed Chi- 
cago musicians and actors are to receive 
some aid from the State this winter 
after all. When the relief projects 
started during the summer were aban- 
doned some weeks ago, throwing several 
hundred persons out of employment 
again, it was feared that nothing would 
be done to revive such aid. Neverthe- 
less, steps were taken by those who have 
directed the entertainment projects to 
bring the matter forcefully to the at- 
tention of the relief authorities and 
impress upon them the necessity of do- 
ing something to alleviate insofar as 
possible the distress among actors and 
musicians unable to obtain regular 
employment. , 

Dr. Simeon Wall, Walter Hawley and 
others who had directed the projects 
made such a strong plea to the author- 
ities that it was decided to put the 
actors and musicians back to work. 
This time, however, it will be on the 
budget plan and, while they will be paid 
at the rate of $1 an hour, they will be 
allowed only sufficient hours a week to 
yield them the amount of money they 
would be allowed on the regular relief 
rolls. No actors or musicians who are 
not on the relief rolls will be employed, 
it being the belief of the relfef com-

Screen Writers and 
Go on Air 


Players May 
To Raise War Chest 


HOLLYWOOD, Dec. 15.—The Writers’ 
Guild has practically completed arrange- 
ments to write radio skits which will be 
put on the air for a period of 13 weeks, 
thru a national hookup. The money 
derived will be used as the nucleus of a 
fund to battle the producers in an ef- 
fort to gain a blanket contract for all 
film writers. 

In addition, there is a movement afoot 
for picture stars to appear in the sketch- 
es, the money to go into the treasury of 
the Screen Actors’ Guild. The plans of 
the Actors’ Guild are vaguer than those 
of the writers, but it is expected they 
will be completed within the next week. 

There will undoubtedly be a squawk 
from exhibitors, but the writers and 
players are determined to go ahead. The 
preducers will point out td the exhibi- 
tors that both factions are going over 


the producers’ heads in the matter and 
that the latter are unable to control the 
situation. 


There is nothing in the contracts of 
players or writers that prohibits them 
from doing radio work. The producers 
a short time ago stated that new indi- 
vidual contracts would contain clauses 
keeping them off the air, but most play- 
ers say they will refuse to sign such 
contracts. 

The producers are standing pat on the 
players’ and writers’ demands, and are 
ready for a showdown on the situation. 
Sol Rosenblatt, who spent two weeks 
here, finally left for Washington with- 
cut having accomplished a thing. He 
intimated that he was washing his 
hands of the whole affair. 

With contracts expiring March 1 both 
sides are ready for a battle.

Dance Hall Hostesses Strike; 
Checkroomers Making Progress 


NEW YORK, Dec. 15. — Broadway 
Tubbed its eyes Friday afternoon when it 
discovered 25 dance hall hostesses picket- 
Ing the Rosebud Ballroom on West 42d 
Street. The girls were out on strike be- 
Cause new dance hall regulations enacted 
by the city had cut their earnings from 
$25 and $30 a week to $10 and $15. 


The new regulations prohibit “sitting 
out” dances—-an old custom. According 
to Frank A. Pryor, owner of the dance 
hall, business had fallen 50 per cent and 
he decided to cut the prices of dances 
from 10 to five cents. Business did 
hot increase sufficiently to make up for 
the lower commissions to the girls and 
thev went out on strike. 

The girls are being led by Mrs. Lillian 
Bereer, former graduate nurse. Once be- 
fore there had been an attempt to union- 
ize dance hostesses, but the effort failed. 
Altho the current strike is spontaneous 
and is not backed by any sort of an or- 
ganization, dance hall proprietors fear it 
May turn out to be the opening wedge 
for a union.

LOS ANGELES, Dec. 15.—The 13th an- 
nual banquet and ball of the Pacific 
Coast Showmen’s Association is now his- 
tory. And what a tremendous success 
it proved to be! 

When the date was moved up one 
month earlier than usual, and because 
of the social function being the 13th, 
some thought this year’s affair would 
not measure up to those of the past, 
but they were wrong. 

Turnaways at circuses are more or 
less common, but seldom does one hear 
of a banquet where there is not plenty 
of room, as was the case with the PCSA 
affair this year. All told 623 tickets 
were sold and accommodations made 
for a few more, yet at the door many 
who wanted tickets had to be turned 
away because of lack of space. 

The affair was staged Wednesday 
night at the Biltmore Hotel, Baron 
Long’s famous show place of Southern 
California. The hotel was never more 
resplendent than on this occasion. In 
addition to outdoor showfolks and their 
friends, there were present many State 
and local officials, screen celebrities and 
stage stars.

HOLLYWOOD, Dec. 15.—The Screen Actors’ Guild, it is expected, will call a 
meeting some time next week for official ratification of the proposed pact with 
the Actors’ Equity Association, whereby the Guild would become affiliated with the 
AFL by taking over jurisdiction of the screen field from Equity. Small opposition, 
if any, is expected. The agreement would then be returned to New York, where 
the Equity membership will probably vote upon it, tho such a vote is not neces- 
sary, according to Equity rulings, the Equity council having already approved. 


As reported in The Billboard five weeks 
ago, the pact will carry a clause which 
will provide for cancellation of either 
organization upon four months’ notice, 
or for immediate cancellation if the con- 
tract is broken. Jurisdiction of the film 
field under the AFL would then revert 
to Equity. This clause is considered a 
powerful! safeguard for the legit organiza- 
tion. 

Among other rulings in the contract 
are provisions that a member suspended 
in one organization be suspended in the 
other, and that fines and dues owed in 
one organization be collected by the 
other. 

“It is the purpose of both organiza- 
tions,” says the preamble to the agree- 
ment, “to further the interests of actors 
wherever they work. To foster this com- 
moh end and to strengthen the hands of 
both, Equity and the Guild enter into 
this agreement on the following terms.” 

The provisions of the agreement are 
as follows: H 

1. The agreement can be cancelled 
upon four months’ written notice, or 
immediately if the other party breaks 
the contract. 

2. The Guild agrees to apply to the 
Four A’s for film jurisdiction, and Equity 
agrees to cause a charter to be issued 
within a reasonable time. The Guild

Relief Fund’s Birthday 


NEW YORK, Dec. 15.—The Stage Re- 
lief Fund, founded by Rachel Crothers to 
assist actors floored by the depres- 
sion, celebrated its second birthday 
Thursday. It had been started as an 
emergency measure to last only until the 
following spring, but its work was con- 
tinued to meet the continuing need. 

In the two years of its existence it has 
taken in approximately $100,000, mostly 
thru the benefits given for it by 46 hit 
shows. About $99,000 has been disbursed, 
and 50,000 articles of clothing have been 
distributed. Miss Crothers is still in 
charge of the project, with the clothing 
department still under the guidance of 
Daisy Humphreys. 


Sex Impersonation Ban 


CHICAGO, Dec. 15.—It was stated yes- 
terday by Mayor Edward J. Kelly that an 
ordinance forbidding anyone to imper- 
sonate the opposite sex will be introduced 
at the next city council meeting. The 
announcement came as a result of reports 
that “a club notorious in that regard” 
would be allowed to reopen. There al- 
ready is a law on the books prohibiting 
wearing clothing of the opposite sex, but 
it has never been enforced in theaters or 


cafes. 

The K-9 Club, a resort featuring female 
impersonators, was closed last Saturday 
by the police. Several similar resorts are 
still operating on the South Side and the 
near North Side. 


Legit May Get Boycott Toe; 
Field Points to Own Setup 


NEW YORK, Dec. 15.—Cardinal Hayes, 
of New York, this week indicated that, if 
the proposed boycott of pictures by the 
Legion of Decency is successful, similar 
methods will be used to clean up the 
stage according to the standards of the 
reformers. Attack upon theater’s adult 
viewpoint, however, will wait until the 
film crusade has achieved its purpose, if 
and when. 

Legit men in general refused to com- 
ment this week upon the cardinal’s pro- 
posal, preferring to ignore the not-so- 
veiled threat. Most contented them- 


. Selves with pointing to the fact that the 


legitimate field three years ago set up its 
own self-censoring machinery, which 
functions upon the receipt of a single 
complaint. Since the plan was an- 
nounced as ready to function not one 
complaint has been received. 

Various managers also pointed to the 
fact that films like Little Man, What 
Now?, Of Human Bondage, Nana, Dr. 
Monica and Springtime for Henry are 
on, not the Class B religious lists, but 
the out-and-out black lists, as examples 
of the sort of treatment the stage might 
expect if such a boycott were allowed to 
gain headway. Others pointed out that 
the argument of child morality cannot 
hold in legit, since less than one-half of 
one per cent of legit audiences are chil- 
dren. 


Understudy in “Show 
Must Go On” Role 


NEW YORK, Dec. 15—Mildred Baker, 
who under the name of Mary Barker un- 
derstudies Norma Terris and plays the 
maid in So Many Paths, contributed 
another ifem to the list of “show-must- 
go-on” stories this week. Tuesday night 
Miss Terris, who had been suffering from 
laryngitis since the opening, phoned in 
a few hours before curtain time to say 
that she would be unable to appear. Miss 
Barker took over the part, which has 90 
sides, no less, in the short time allotted, 
in spite of the fact that she was seriously 
ill at the time. She had grippe and was 
running a temperature of 102. She played 
‘again Wednesday matinee and night, 
Miss Terris returning to the role Thurs- 
day. 

When caught Wednesday afternoon, 
Miss Baker, tho hampered by increasing 
huskiness, gave an outstanding perform- 
ance, sensitive, finely wrought and 
highly effective. It rated definitely among 
the season’s better acting jobs. E. B.

Present Dickens Drama 

NEW YORK, Dec. 15.—The_ senior 
members of the Feagin School of Dra- 
matic Art presented The Cricket on the 
Hearth last week and gave the nice little 
play a nice little production. Milton 
Smith, a member of the faculty, di- 
rected. 

The play itself, adapted from the 
Dickens novel by Albert Smith, is al- 
most an anachronism in this day and 
age. What Smith says is said well 
enough, but much is left to the imagi- 
nation of those who have read the book. 

Marion Willis, Jess Wynne. Claire 
Neishtadt (who seems to be a favorite 
in this group) and Richard Ross had 
the leading roles. Unfortunately, Willis, 
who plays with more than a little sense 
of dramatic feeling, is the owner of a 
mixed accent, a cross between the 
Southern and pseudo-British. He might 
do well to concentrate on his acting and 
forget the enunciation. Wynne must 
still learn that twisting a mustache and 
sneering doesn’t necessarily denote vil- 
lainous qualities. As for Miss Neishtadt 
there is a sincere and earnest ring to 
her acting. 

Richard Ross, as Galeb Plummer, the 
toy maker, gave his part a quality, a 
naturalness and a sense of understand- 
ing that was superior to much of the 
characterization that this reviewer has 
seen on Broadway this year from actors 
with so-called reputations. F. M.

Strand Fire Knots Traffic 
On Broadway for 75 Minutes 


NEW YORK, Dec. 15.—The Strand 
Theater and building here had a fire at 
7 o’clock last night which emptied the 
theater of about 500 patrons, brought 
out two fire alarms, and tied up Broad- 
way traffic for about 75 minutes. Only 
casualty was one of the theater’s pro- 
jectionists. The house itself was badly 
damaged. It will remain closed for about 
a week while undergoing alterations. 


It was mostly a smoke fire, starting in 
the theater’s engine room and sweeping 
thru the ventilating system. This 
brought it to the roof of the theater, but 
dripping paint and sparks caught on to 
the ork pit and destroyed it as well as 
the balcony. 

The projectionists, Walter Pichert and 
Marcus Rattiner, had to slide 40 feet 
down a cable to get out of their booth, 
and were helped at the finish of the 


descent by Willie Green, agent, and 
Johnny Quigley and Bobby Leonard, per- 
formers. Green rang the first alarm. 
Pichert went to Flower Hospital suffer- 
ing from smoke and shock. 

There was no confusion in getting the 
audience out of the house. Several 
police had been watching the movie, 
Flirtation Walk, with the Dick Powell- 
Ruby Keeler combo, and helped the 
ushers get the audience out. There was 
more confusion later in the house when 
the theater staff and Warner execs, in- 
cluding Harry Charnas, objected to the 
newspaper photographers. A -Journal 


photographer, Roland Harvey, was hit in 
the mouth and his camera taken from 
him. He got the camera back, however. 

The last fire in the Strand Building 
was in the dance hall, with the Powell- 
Keeler combo playing the Strand at the 
time. It was their 42d Street film. 


Equity Drops 
“Baby” Case 


Nays petition to aid rein- 
statement of cast—dram- 


atists now on relief rolls

NEW YORK, Dec. 15.—Equity council 
refused to reopen the by-now-famous 
Baby Mine case at its meeting Tuesday, 
when a petition was presented asking 
Equity to work for the reinstatement of 
the company in the relief project. The 
reason given for the council’s refusal was 
that Equity will not and cannot inter- 
fere with casting. The council -had 
agreed to reopen the question in order to 
receive additional evidence of alleged 
mistreatment of players in CCC camps, 
but instead the delegation presented the 
petition for aid in reinstatement. 

The case came up when members of 
the company of Baby Mine, which had 
been playing the relief project, claimed 
that the show had been discontinued 
because the cast had complained of con- 
ditions and treatment in two of the 
CCC camps they had visited. Col. Earle 
Boothe, head of the actors’ project, 
countered by stating that the show had 
been closed because it had played its 
allotted time and Margaret Mayo, its 
author, had asked its recall. Miss Mayo 
later gave permission for it to play six 
months more under certain conditions. 
Col. Boothe added that production on

New York Resents Ship 
Entertainments in Port 


NEW YORK, Dec. 17.—Steamship 
companies leasing New York City’s piers 
will be advised this week that the city 
administration is strongly opposed to 
the ship companies holding entertain- 
ments or public dinners aboard their 
vessels while the latter are in port. 
Mayor LaGuardia has written to this 
effect to Commissioner of Docks Mc- 
Kenzie, pointing out that such dinners 
are definite competition to caterers, 
restaurants and other entertainment 
places, which operate in the city and 
pay heavy taxes. 

LaGuardia said he thought there 
would be no doubt that the ship owners 
would co-operate, as the city had aided 
the shippers thru rental reductions. He 
said that if they failed to come thru 
laws would be passed forcing them to. 


Cleveland B. Chase 
To Record Programs 


NEW YORK, Dec. 17. — Advertising 
agencies have been advised that Cleve- 
land B. Chase, radio production firm, 
has taken over the Flexible Record Cor- 
poration and will enter the business of 
recording programs off the air. Flexi- 
ble’s business position, it was stated, had 
been in bad shape and lack of funds had 
hindered progress. 

Negotiations have been going on some 
time, with Chase investigating patents. 
Flexible product is unique in that it is 
translucent, exceedingly light and is 
pressed under a secret process which 
saves one step used by other makers 
and which, it is claimed, guarantees 
against loss of detail in the transposition 
from the master record. The records are 
made of a nitrocellulose preparation 
closely resembling cellophane and aren't 
much thicker than paper.

It is expected 
that he will enter the transcription 
business in a short time. Floyd Buckley 
will act as Chase’s sales manager. Plant 
is located in Rahway, N. J. 


Equity May Reconsider 
Sunday Show Question 


NEW YORK, Dec. 17.—A possibility 
that the Equity membership may discuss 
the question of Sunday shows at its 
quarterly meeting this afternoon was 
revealed when State Senator Berg an- 
nounced that yesterday he had drafted a 
letter on the Sunday question and sent 
it to Frank Gillmore, Equity president. 
Berg said that he hopes Gillmore will 
read the letter at the meeting. 

For the first time since the Sunday 
auestion arose Equity has virtually ad- 
mitted that it will go thru. Equity is 
the only theatrical organization oppos- 
ing it, while the State Federation of 
Labor has come out in favor. Berg will 
reintroduce his bill providing for Ivcal 
option at the coming session. When he 
introduced it last year it was defeated. 

Passage this time is considered certain. 
Equity feels that if the State law for- 
bidding Sunday shows is changed it will 
have to swing over and allow them.

NEW YORK, Dec. 17.--The Guy Lom- 
bardo-Esso Marketers Revue, the show 
sponsored by the Standard Oil Company 
of New Jersey, which went into circuit- 
owned theaters last week on an agree- 
ment to keep it from playing free per- 
formances at opposition houses. got off 
to a bad start Tuesday at Proctor’s, 
Schenectady, RKO house.

Stokowski Favors 


Commercial Broadcasts 

NEW YORK, Dec. 17—Complete sup- 
port of commercial radio broadcasting 
policies has been expressed by Leopold 
Stokowski, it was made public yesterday 
in a letter the conductor had sent to 
the director of the Philadelphia Sym- 
phony Association before he resigned. 
He said that funds made available thru 
sponsorship are of utmost importance 
in achieving certain program develop- 
ments. 

Stokowski pointed out that the New 
York Philharmonic and the Metropoli- 
tan Opera were on the air. receiving, re- 
spectively, $40,000 and $375,00 for a sea- 
son’s broadcasts, while Philadelphia pro- 
grams were not broadcast. At the time 
the letter was sent Stokowski had not 
quit, and he said he was investigating 
the possibilities of either a commercial 
or sustaining radio spot. 

The noted conductor also pointed out 
that symphony orchestras were no 
longer local institutions, but were of 
nation-wide importance and that con- 
sideration must be made of their posi- 
tion as instruments of musical educa- 
tion.

NE would think that the 
heads of the more important 


circuits had reached the 
point by now where they see the 
real importance of the theater 
manager. After the decentraliza- 
tion process took hold of the cir- 
cuit map and changed it around 
unrecognizably, after the general 
industrial depression smashed to 
smithereens old standards and 
values —after all of the cata- 
clysmic changes that have taken 
place in recent years, one would 
be expected to conclude that the 
long-abused and graciously ig- 
nored house manager would by 
this time come into his own. 


The truth is, of course, that the 
house manager of today is consid- 
erably worse off, both from the 
standpoint of remuneration and 
responsibility, than he was when 
home office operation was at its 
peak. This is a deplorable situa- 
tion. It speaks badly for the abil- 
ity of theater executives to learn 
from the lessons taught by the 
past. It reflects discredit against 
an industry that is the backbone 
of the greater part of the show 
business in this country. 


The home office weisenheimer 
regards a theater as a unit that 
lives, languishes or dies in accord- 
ance with the box-office appeal of 
the programs, stage or screen, 
that it is fed by the Bismarcks 
many miles removed from the box 
office. This is the chain-store 
theory of operation. It has caused 
the downfall of huge theater en- 
terprises, it has lost many hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars for 
important operators and—unless 
rectified or abandoned—will bring 
about in the theater industry a 
depression all its own. 


The theater manager is not or—to put 
it more accurately—should not be on the 
same level of performance and outlook 
as the manager of a chain drug or grocery 
store. Certain circuits are operated with 
this as the guiding principle. To the 
heads of these outfits a house manager 
represents talent wasted if he is an en- 
terprising, wide-awake business man. To 
the bosses of such outfits a house man- 
ager fills his job admirably if he minds 
his own business as far as policies are 
concerned: in other words keeps out of 
policy matters entirely and concentrates 
on the job of maintaining a clean house, 
keeving his bookkeeping records straight 
and runs his service staff like a good head 
usher or assistant manager. That's about 
all certain circuits want—and thev’re 
d-ing good if they get all of that—from 
the type of men they choose for the jobs. 


Most theaters are tremendous invest- 
ments. They can be made to produce 
real money or lose money at a far greater 
rate than any retail business occupying 
the same ground space. How it is pos- 
sible for circuits owning or controlling 
the greater part of theater properties to 
risk such investments by placing them 
in the hands of a man who receives no 
more than $50 a week (and rarely de- 
serves more) is beyond us. We can 
understand how a conscientious eme- 
ployee can strive hard to make money 


for his firm even if there is not involved 
greater earnings for him proportionate 
to the amount of successful effort he 
puts into his job. This is not only pos- 
sible but it happens every day in the 
week—and many times a day in ¢very 
business, But there’s a limit and the 
wise employer is he who knows exactly 
where the limit is—and acts accordingly. 


A house manager is a peculiar animal. 
And for that matter, aren’t we all? In 
the theater-managing field a man is 
either an efficient, dull building super- 
intendent or a high-powered promoter 
with his eyes peeled only on the box 
office. He delegates the routine running 
of the theater to an assistant or as- 
sistants—the type men who are today 
being entrusted, in most cases, with the 
managerial job. The trouble with most 
circuits at this stage is that they are 
saving a few measly dollars weekly on 
managers’ salaries and losing millions in 
box-office receipts as a direct result. 


There .are many moves that can be 
made to remedy the present situation. 
The most important of these is to change 
entirely the character of the men run- 
ning the theaters. The managers are 
either entitled to considerably more 
money than most of them are now get- 
ting or they don’t deserve to hold their 
jobs at all. Trying to save money in the 
salaries of managers is just as foolish 
as a hospital attempting economy in 
electric current by prohibiting the sterili- 
zation of surgical instruments. Which 
reminds us that it wasn’t long ago—at 
the height of the theater-construction 
epidemic—that the astounding discov- 
eries were frequently made that the 
architect forgot to include a manager’s 
Office in his plans. This accounts for 
many managers’ offices today being for- 
mer cloakrooms, or at least cubicles orig- 
inally designed for cloakrooms. Showing 
how. much they thought of managers in 
those days, and showing also that the 
concept of a manager’s importance hasn't 
changed very much in eight years. 


The average good theater manager is a 
selfish soul in the sense that he is dif- 
ferent from the plodding, unimaginative 
building superintendent who regards his 
job as a life term. The good theater 
manager a8 a general rule possesses less 
company spirit because he is wised up 
enough to realize that his chances for 
advancement, in the face of nepotism 
and other undeniable factors working 
against him, are slim, indeed. He is out 
to make as much for himself as possible, 
and he will strive in the same way for 
his employer if there is cash in it for 
him. And he is an honest man; othér- 
wise he wouldn’t be in a business that 
takes plenty from a man and gives him 
such a comparatively small stipend in 
return. 


Theater managers should be given an 
interest—a direct interest—in the busi- 
ness they conduct. We appreciate the 
fact that a percentage plan was tried 
by several outfits in recent years. But 
this was unfair to the general percentage 
idea because the breaks a manager got 
under them were a joke to everybody 
except those who were sold the idea by 
silver tongues in panel-walled offices. 


Theater managers should receive sala- 
ries that remove them from the tempta- 
tion of petty theft and grifting, and in 
connection with this or as an entirely 
different proposition they should be 
given a percentage of the business. Any 
good house manager who is convinced 
of his ability to put a house into the 
money class would be willing to stake 
his job on his success. But he must be 
given a fair break. He must be given a 
slice that takes into consideration the 
average business done by the house before 
he takes it over, and the employer must 
be prepared to pay his house manager a 
fair percentage of the additional busi- 
ness created. 


Only by making house managers part- 
ners in the business, only by employing 
men who are high geared and real show- 
men will the theater industry get back 
on its feet. Regardless of product, re- 
gardless of the type of stage shows 
booked and regardless of the physical 
appointments of theaters the house man- 
ager is the most important consideration 
in the matter of recovery. Given a real 
manager any theater can achieve most 
of the other breaks as a matter of course. 
For a good manager has things his own 


way—or he is no longer a good manager.

Involved in 
the mixup are the Leland Hayward office 
and the William Morris office, plus the 
angle of suitable material for the actress. 
Danny Winkler, of Hayward’s, represents 
Miss Hayes, but Bill Murray, of the 
Morris office, sold her. There naturally 
developed some to do about the au- 
thenticity of the WPayes-sponsor deal, 
since Winkler, reputed is the only agent 
who can actually deliver Miss Hayes. 


On top of this there developed consid- 
erable difficulty as to the material Miss 
Hayes was to “se.

in town with the exception of Lambdin 
Kay and Leo Fitzpatrick, both of whom 
were ill at the time. 

Two most important busiaess items 
transacted \.ere the decision to go ahead 
with the State organization of broad- 
casters and the groundwork laid for 
the study of present ways of station 
surveys, etc. Study of the present 
methods is a preliminary move toward 
a standardization of making such sur- 
veys and fuller co-operation with ad- 
vertising agencies and their clients. 

In regard to the organization of all 
broadcasters by States, Philip G. Loucks, 
managing director, has been authorized 
to leave forthwith and start the ball 
rolling. Altho the NAB headquarters in 
Washington will act as a clearing house 
for all legislative problems, the fact that 
each State has conflicting laws is ex- 
pected to ease matters via various 48 
State broadcaster organizations. Uni- 
form cost and accounting system was 
finally approved and reports of the finan- 
cial operations and legislative committees 
were heard. Nothing was done in re- 
gard to copyxight matters due to the 
inability of Joseph Hostettler to put in 
an appearance. In some quarters this 
gave rise to the hope of a compromise 
of some sort in respect to the suits pend- 
ing against ASCAP 

The meeting of the committee to con- 
sider standardization of coverage and 
listener data, etc., got on its way toward 
an early solution of the problem. At- 
tendance included the committee headed 
by Arthur B. Church: Edgar Kobak, of 
NBC; John Karol, of CBS; Walter T. 
Damm, of WTAM, and John V. L. Hogan, 
consulting engineer. Others present in- 
cluded Dr. Herman Hettinger, of the 
NAB research department; Paul Peter, 
NBC statistical head; Pnil Loucks and 
T. Truman Ward, NAB president, and 
James W. Baldwin, of the Code Authority. 
Views were exchanged on a course of 
procedure and it was decided to first 
make a thoro analysis of all existing 
methods in use. Deficiency of the major- 
ity of current methods was voiced, such 
as door to door, telephone, post cards, 
mail analysis, etc. 

Five new members were voted upon 
and admitted to the NAB. They were 
KTSM, El Paso: WMEX, Boston; WOC, 
Davenport, Ia: WI1XBS, Waterbury, 
Conn., and W9XBY, Kansas City. Esti- 
mated need of a $60,000 budget for the 
fiscal year was approved. Also, Colorado 
Was set as the State for the next con- 
vention during the early part of next 
July. No city has been chosen as yet. 
Possibility also of making a sWitch in 
the State by the executive committee.

Complete list will sell at $2,760 with 
WMEX and $2,840 with WHDH, a little 
more than half of NBC’s red network and 
less than half of CBS’ basic charge. 


Hub Agency Suing 
CBS for 50 Grand

It seems superfluous to say anything 
about Mae Singhi Breen and Peter De 
Rose, who have been an a.m. NBC fea- 
ture for so many years. But the advent 
of a sponsor is certainly cause for a few 
remarks. Whether NBC made no special 
effort, or Breen and De Rose didn’t need 
the money perhaps, the fact remains 
that after doing a sustaining series in 
the same spot for years The Sweethearts 
of the Air finally went commercial, and 
the sponsor has everything to gain. 
Along with Bob Emery (Big Brother of 
Boston) the duo makes a combination 
well worth any client’s money who 
reaches out for the morning household 
audience, 


Having sung together for more than 
a decade, Breen and De Rose work as 
smoothly and harmoniously as a couple of 
Lombardo ‘“rothers’ saxophones, Miss 
Breen, of course, adding her expert 
ukulele playing and her partner tickling 
the ivories. Their selections for the 
Household Circle program seem to be 
nothing short of perfect, ieaning to light 
ballads and sentimental songs in gen- 
eral. Emery, as the “household coun- 
selor.” handles the credits in institu- 
tional style, since Humphreys Specifics 
cross the 100 mark in number. Copy 
is willing to let the record of Humphreys 
speak for itself—with reliable. pleasant 
and economical being the adjectives. Of 
course, the Humphreys Manual, a cata- 
log of the proprietary remedies, is free 
for the asking, as well as the copy of the 
poem Emery recites on each of the four 
weekly broadcasts. On this particular 
occasion Emery, also read a letter from 
a listener on superstition. The Biow 
Agency hit upon a happy combo in this 
trio.

Harry Reser, veteran network con- 
ductor of the Clicquot Club ginger ale 
programs, returns to NBC listeners with 
@ snappy little musical show in the in- 
terest of Spearmint Tooth Paste. Sup- 
porting talent is Ray Heatherton. bari- 
tone, and Peg La Centra, contralto. Good 
continuity is in evidence, with talk 
woven in between songs or orchestra 
numbers, and the “crew” idea is carried 
out by way of a tieup with the product, 
one of the ingredients being derived 
from the sea. Reser has a good band 
in tow and offers a variety of popular 
selections and excellent arrangements. 
His banjo, of course, is heard now and 
then to fine advantage. Heatherton does 
his usual competent job and Miss La 
Centra also does well. There being but 
15 minutes or less on tap for the talent 
to do its stuff and being a three-way 
proposition, there is no danger of the 
entertainment dragging at any point. 
Reser’s orchestra in particular is a more 
a outfit than he has used hereto- 
ore. 


Credits were surprisingly short and 
Scarce, opening one being a mere men- 
tion of the product, and toward the 
close the slow-dissolving qualities of 
the tooth paste and pleasing flavor were 
all that was heard along such lines.

Silver Dust publicity has stated the pro- 
fram was actually selected because of a 
housewife poll which chose it as a fa- 
vorite script act. If true, the act should 
have gone to CBS at its own price. 
Naturally The O’Neils has strengthened 
itself considerably since its early broad- 


casts, and—more power to it—it appears 
to be on the way to an Abie’s Irish Rose 
type of situation. Cast includes both 
Trish and Jewish characters, and the 
trials and tribulations of an average 
family in moderate circumstances are 
delineated with plenty of action and 
sentiment. At present Danny, the 
O’Neil son, is in danger of being brought 
down to the district attorney’s office for 
questioning again in a murder case, and 
after this is well worked up information 
vin a phone call relieves the family 
greatly, and it seems that everything 
will come out okeh. Sound effect of 
the dial phone was unusually well done, 
as one instance its good production. 


Two offers are contained in the cred- 
its, both at the conclusion of the pro- 
gram. One offer brings a special dish 
towel for four carton tops. and a second 
offer brings a pair of ladies’ silk hose 
for 20 carton tops. The O’Neils, heard 
three times weekly, succeeds Paul Keast, 
baritone, and the Rollo Hudson Orches- 
tra in the same spot.

“The O’Flynn”

—Operetta. Sponsor—The Standard Oil 
Company of New Jersey. Station— 
WABC (CBS network). 

The new high-powered Esso Aero 
brand gasoline gets the benefit of this 
entertaining operetta, a stage version of 
which is about to open on Broadway. 
Originally 2 novel, this swash-buckling 
drama of the air, of course, has & longer 
version for its ether audience than that 
of the stage, something to be expected 
when there are at least 13 half-hour 
periods to fill. If by chance radio is 
helping to finance the stage version, his- 
tory is surely in the making. Russell 
Janney, producer of both air and stage 
versions, has done the former with an 
introductory bit backstage and then the 
door is opened on the rehearsal. There 
are, of course, all sorts of possibilities in 
a production of this type, and radio is 
getting first whack at a type 9f operetta 
it heretofore has done only long after 
the stage version became popular. 


Music, orchestra and voices, as well as 
the dramatic cast, don’t leave any 
room for weakness, and the story is 
strongly brought forward, while the 
songs and incidental music are well 
spotted. Score is not hard to listen 
to, altho the locale and time might in- 
dicate otherwise. Capt. Flynn O'Flynn 
is heading home from triumphs at sea 
and in foreign climes in the year 1689. 
The second episode at that time finds 
him going to the rescue of an English 
lady in difficulties, altho at first she 
did not believe Captain O’Flynn meant 
well. This action takes place as Cap- 
tain O’Flynn is about to disembark for 
his ancestral halls and the romance is 
on between him and the English lady. 
As written, the operetta allows for the 
usual amount of mixed chorus singing, 
and the voice doubles for the solos are 
excellent. Associated in the sponsorship 
of the program are the usual Esso af- 
filiates of Pennsylvania and Louisiana 
and the Colonial Beacon Oil Company. 


Esso took its plug at the opening of 
the program, handled quite soberly by 
David Ross and desisted entirely at the 
finish, thus leaving the listener with the 
maximum effect of the entertainment.

agrees to abide by the rules of the Four 
A’s and the AFL, and to surrender the 
charter if the agreement is cancelled. 
“The Guild agrees to elect members of 
the International Board of the Four A’s 
satisfactory to Equity.” 

3. Equity retains all its present juris- 
diction except the picture field. The 
Guild has complete autonomy. 

4. “Neither party shall have the right 
to call a strike of the members of the 
other party. In the event, however, of 
a strike by either party in its field, the 
other party will direct its members not 
to work in such field and will discipline 
them if they do.” (This clause would 
effectually prevent film producers from 
getting stage actors to fill parts if the 
Guild went on strike, and would prob- 
ably tie up production.) 

5. “The parties shall create a Con- 
ference Board to consult from time to 
time on mutual problems.” 

6. Members of either organization who 
are also members of the other must pay 
dues to both. Class C members, how- 
ever, are excepted. Equity members in 
California for picture work will not be 
required to join the Guild until six 
months after entering the picture field. 
Each organization will admit to member- 
ship members of the other only if they 
are fully paid up. 

7. Members of each organization who 
work in the other field will be required 
to join the other association also. 

8. “The suspension of a member from 
either organization shall entail suspen- 
sion from both organizations, and dis- 
cipline (including fines and penalties) 
imposed upon members by either or- 
zanization shall be respected and en- 
forced by both.” Class C members who 
are working in one field and have not 
paid up their dues in the other are €x- 
empt. 

9. “The Guild may at any time, and 
on the request of Equity shall, open 6 
New York office for administrative pur- 

The Guild agrees that the per- 
sonnel of such office shall be satisfactory 
to Equity.” 

10. The Guild agrees to pay the reg- 
ular per capita tax to the Four A’s. 

11. “Each party will promptly trans- 
mit to the other necessary information 
as to membership, delinquencies, etc., 25 
will enable the other party to carry out 
the agreements Just made.” 

12. This agreement to be operative 
only when ratified by the governing 
bodies and membership of each organiza~- 
tion; and when it is so ratified each or- 
ganization will take all necessary steps 
to carry it out and enforce it.

Essex House Colonnades, 
New York 


Glen Gray and the Casa Loma Orches- 
tra, with:san individual dance rhythm 
style that rates mighty close to tops as 
provocative of dansapation, is still pack- 
ing the pleasant and handsome Colon- 
nades of the Essex House on Central 
Park South. No attraction other than 
the orchestra is offered, yet busi- 
ness remains at a steady, satisfactory 
and profitable pace. The Colonnades 
itself is always pleasant to be in, with a 
disctinctive atmosphere, an excellent cui- 
sine and service as it should be. A $1 
cover charge obtains week nights and 
$1.50 Saturdays and holidays. On the 
last named naturally the place is 
jammed. Food prices are about average, 
cocktails ranging about 50 cents and a 
$1.50 tap for supper. 


The Gray outfit is the college boys’ 
favorite. Its pull in that class is un- 
questioned, as witness the crowd it gets 
into the house. To every number they 
Play, whether slow or hot, the kids 
gather round the band stand and watch 
as tho they had never seen an orchestra 
before. And when either Peewee Hunt 
or Kenny Sargent gets up to croon a 
number into the mike the youngsters all 
but have their faces in the mike at the 
same time. Both singers are popular, 
with individual pleasing styles. 


Whether a selection is slow or torrid 
it is marked by a peculiar rhythmic 
style that the Casa Loma aggregation 
seems to have more or less to itself. On 
the Friday night the spot was caught, 
however, it seemed that the crowd’s de- 
mand for torridity was not yet satisfied, 
altho information is that as the night— 
or morning—grows on the band turns on 
the heat.

Before Moss

Case brought by “World’s 
Fair Follies’? dismissed— 
gives unit a date anyway 
a 


NEW YORK, Dec. 15.—Eddie Sherman, 
Philadelphia booker, appeared before 
License Commissioner Paul Moss on 
Wednesday to answer the accusation of 
D. P. Robinson, owner of World’s Fair 
Follies, of unreasonable cancellation. 
Sherman stated that the cancellatien.was 
due to the fact that the unit did not 
live up to its contract on number of 
people. Moss dismissed the case after 
the unit owner refused to accept an 
offer made by Sherman, but they got to- 
gether on the outside and made a settle- 
ment. 

Sherman was sold the Follies unit by 
Ferd Simon, opening in Bridgeton, N. J., 
on percentage. Following this engage- 
ment Sherman canceled the show, claim- 
ing that tnere were only 26 people in- 
stead of 35 as called for by the con- 
tract. Robinson claimed that he had 
more people than the contract called for, 
revealing that he has drivers, a book- 
keeper, wardrobe woman, etc. He pro- 
duced a letter supposedly from Louis 
Linker, manager of Bridgeton, praising 
the show, but Sherman produced a wire 
from Linker saying that “the wire given 
to Robinson was given by his daughter 
upon Robinson's request and dictation.” 
Another wire, which Sherman introduced 
verbally on a phone call from his office, 
read that Robinson got the letter only 
by threatening to close the show. 

Moss ended all this by interpreting 
that the 35 people called for in the con- 
tract meant the number of people on 
stage. However, he asked Sherman not 
to let the unit owner go back to the 
Midwest and talk ill about this city. He 
therefore requested him to try to do 
something for the unit. Sherman was 
willing to play the unit in Harrisburg on 
a guarantee and also pay off some of the 
acts he had already booked in place of 
the unit. Robinson refused to accept this 
and cancel the other dates, after which 
Moss dismissed the case against Sher- 
Man. 

After the hearing the unit owner got 
in touch with Sherman and asked if he 
would guarantee $700 for three days at 
the State, Harrisburg, Pa., opening this 
past Thursday, provided he agreed to 
cancel the other dates. Sherman okehed 
itand gave him the $700 contract, which 
now listed 27 people instead of 35, and 
canceled the Fays, Philadelphia, and 
Easton and Allentown dates. 

I. Robert Broder represented Sherman, 
and during the summer battled Sher- 
man before the commissioner on another 
case. Louis Robinson, attorney for the 
Dows, represented the World’s Fair Follies 
owner. 


Straight Vaude 
Backed by Church 


NEW YORK, Dec. 15.—Henry Chester- 
field, secretary of the NVA Clubhouse, 
announced yesterday that he has been 
asked by a wealthy ex-showman to line 
up talent for a straight vaude house.

NEW YORK, Dec. 15—The long- 
awaited bookings into Soviet Russia be- 
came a fact this week when Alexander 
Basy, head of Amsov Agency here, re- 
vealed a long list of American acts 
signed for three months and up, Defi- 
nitely set are Luis Russell and or- 
shestra, Cooper and Clifton, Dare and 
Yates, Four Robeys, Gold Dust Twins, 
Bassett and Bailey, Teller Navarre, W. 
C. Ritchie and Siems. All are here ex- 
_cept Dare and Yates and the Gold Dust 
Twins, who are now playing England. 

Basy. who is in the RKO Building 
here, says other acts are “practically 
set” for trips abroad, and they are Phil 
Spitalny and all-girl orchestra, Sinclair 
and Elaine, Katerina Yvarro, White and 
Manning, Wilton Crawley, Murray Lane 
and Harmonica Rascals, Hollywood 
Horse and Del Paso’s Mexican Marimba 
Orchestra. Basy is also dickering with 
Tom Mix, now touring the Midwest, and 
also the Tuskegee Choir, Negro chorus 
of 100. 

The first troupe, comprising six acts, 
will said next month, according to Basy. 
The acts will travel first class, their 
round-trip fare paid by the USSR and 
arranged thru the Intourist Bureau 
here. Passports are being made out for 
two years, so that acts can pick up dates 
in other parts of Europe while traveling 
to or from the USSR. 

Acts will be paid an average of 1,000 
rubles a month per individual, which is 
higher than most government officials 
receive, according to Basy. They will 
have special buying privileges, and will 
be housed and transported free. Their 
salary must be spent in the USSR, how- 
ever. Goods boucht in the USSR can 
be carried out of the countrv, of course. 

The acts will play in Moscow and 
Leningrad only. Thirty-two of Mos- 
cow’s 72 theaters are available for 
American bookings. 

Thirty-five to 40 acts have been call- 
ing daily for interviews, Basy says. He 
and his associate, Charles Adler, have 
been weeding them out, giving pref- 
erence to “typical American talent” 
such as Negro jazz bands, cowboys and 
Indians, dancers and sight comedy acts.

AFA Units as Vaude Buildups; 
First Opens Jan. 12 Up-State 


NEW YORK. Dec 17.—The American 
Federation of Actors will open its first 
vaude unit week of January 12 in an 
upstate city. This will be the opening 
gun of its campaign to inject flesh into 
towns with more than 25,000 population 
which do not already have vaude. The 
first unit will carry about 30 people, 
including Wilbur Bates, advance man, 
and John McCarron, company manager. 

Ralph Whitehead, AFA _ secretary, 
points out that if the theater circuits 
refuse to play vaude, even tho the pub- 
lic wants it, then it’s the actors’ job to 


give the public vaude. He says the 
units will attempt to rebuild demand 
for vaude only in towns not using vaude 
now. 


Acts will be paid a straight salary. The 
show will travel by bus, carrying special 
scenery and costumes. Each unit will 
include a pit conductor, a company 
manager and two advance men. Only 
APA acts will be used, of course. 

The AFA is now in contact with the- 
aters, auditoriums and halls thruout the 
East and hopes to line up a miniature 
circuit before long.

Sought by Japan 


Tokyo firm negotiating 
with George Hamid—want 


novelty act units 


NEW YORK, Dec. 15.—Definite nego- 
tiations are on between a large Tokyo 
theatrical booking office and George 
Hamid, outdoor booker for Amcrican 
novelty talent to play a circuit of Jap- 
anese houses. Deal is being held up 
pending Hamid’s further study of sev- 
eral doubtful angles; namely, the Jap- 
anese government’s 15 per cent tax, the 
Tokyo office’s 10 per cent and the monee- 
tary rate of exchange. 

Letters have been exchanged between 
Hamid and the Tokyo outfit the last 
couple of weeks. Hamid has been in- 
formed that the Japanese theaters want 
vaude units, comprising novelty talent 
in the main, and that there is no de- 
sire for nude shows. The Tokyo con- 
tact called attention to the interest of 
the Japanese in American attractions by 
citing the success of the American base- 
ball players now touring there and play- 
ing to 60,000 people a day. 

These vaude units are offered a guar- 
antee of 12 weeks, taking in such towns 
as Tokyo, Osaka. Nagoya, Fukuoka. 
Sendai, Kyoto. Maebashi, Kochi and 
Kobe. Shanghai. China, is also a part 
of this route. All week stands with the 
exception of Tokyo, Osaka and Shang- 
hai, which would play two or three 
weeks. 

Besides the guarantee of 12 weeks the 
Tokyo office informed Hamid that the 
theaters would pay round-trip trans- 
portation from San Francisco. Hamid 
asked for two weeks’ salary in advance 
for the shows, and the representative of 
the theaters went him one better by 
stating that the money would be guar- 
anteed thru a bank here. The theaters 
would like to get the first show some- 
where around March 15 and also give 
an exclusive option to Hamid for three 
years.

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Equity Loses 
DuRoyVerdict 


Jury awards producer 
* . 
$40,000 in what is con- 
sidered amazing decision 
s 

NEW YORK, Dec. 15.—In what is gen- 
erally considered one of the most amaz- 
ing decisions in theatrical legal history, 
Robert DuRoy, author, producer and actor 
of The Right of Happiness, a 1931 turkey, 
was awarded $40,000 damages against the 
Actors’ Equity Association, because 
Equity allegedly stepped in and closed 
the show when DpRoy failed to pay one 
of the players the salary he had con- 
tracted to pay. A Supreme Court jury 
deliberated only 45 minutes. The suit 
was for $100,000. 

The case, which lasted four days, be- 
ginning Tuesday, was heard before Su- 
preme Court Justice Daniel V. McNamee, 
who reserved decision on an application 
to set aside the verdist. Justice McNamee 
had also reserved decision on the pre- 
vious plea of Robert Schulman, of Equity 
counsel, to dismiss the case on the 
grounds that Equity had “acted in good 
faith and with legal and social justifica- 
tion.” In addition, he had refused to 
allow as testimony the devastatingly bad 
reviews which the turkey drew, which 
Equity had wanted to use to show that 
the piece was a losing proposition. 

It was the author-producer-actor’s con- 
tention that all players but one had 
agreed to waive salaries, that the early 
closing had made the film rights worth- 
less, and that he had spent three years 
writing the play and had invested $11,000. 
The show had closed before a Saturday 
matinee. when Equity told Anne Suther- 
land, leading woman, that she need not 
goon, since her salary for the week end- 
ing the previous Saturday had not yet 
been paid. Miss Sutherland was the one 
member of the cast who had refused to 
waive. 

Equity offered evidence, including box- 
Office reports, that the play had taken 
in only $2,000 in its 10 performances, that 
its pay roll was $1,300, and the rent of 
the Vanderbilt Theater was $1,000. The 
Vanderbilt box office on the day of the 
closing had refused to advance any part 
of Miss Sutherland’s salary, saying that 
there was not enough in the till to cover 
the rent. 

The Billboard, in its story on the event 
three years ago, said that DuRoy had 
probably saved money thru the sudden 
closing of his show. 

The verdict marks the first case of its

The drama continued its current ex- 
cursion into Americana Monday night 
when, with realism both inside and out- 
side the playhouse, the Theater Guild 
presented Maxwell Anderson's Valley 
Forge at its name theater. It is a rip- 
snorting, salty, literate and exciting 
play. 

Confining his action to a few days, in- 
stead of spreading it out over hectic, 
harried years, as he did in Elizabeth and 
Mary, Mr. Anderson gives a cross-section 
of the continental army and the woes 
that beset it, both from nature and from 
government, and adds a full-length por- 
trait of General George Washington. It 
is a portrait made up in part of the bit- 
ing humor that must have been in the 
man, in part of the force and power 
he undoubtedly exerted, and in part of 
a Galahadian whitewashing that is 
peculiarly Mr. Anderson's own. For pur- 
poses of drama and fine theatrical ef- 
fect, however, it is eminently fitting. 

For two acts the woes of bunkhouse 
and of headquarters are excitingly por- 
trayed, as the bo: winter and 


the soul-crushing Continental Congress 
did their work. Also included is an un- 
necessary intrigue of a lady who loved 
General Washington in her youth, and 
who goes to the rebel camp to fulfill 
that love, long years after she has first 
denied it. She is made the agent of 
Howe’s scheme to force continental 
capitulation, but that function might 
easily have been taken care of in some 
other way. She is repulsed by the sore- 
beset general and remains merely a 
jarring addenda to the play in spite of 
the tender and effective playing of 
Margalo Gillmore in the part. 


At the end of the second act Wash- 
ington is ready to give up. Nature has 
taken its toll of his men, and he has 
found that the congress, behind his 
back, has made overtures to the British, 
since the war has pinched the vulner- 
able pocketbooks of continental mer- 
ae He appoints a meeting with 

owe. 


But a group of the men have dis- 
covered a store of corn and taken it 
from the British. and in a highly the- 
atrical last act they confront their gen- 
eral and tell him that the war belongs, 
not to congress ana its economic advan- 
tages, but to them and their ideals. 
Washington spurns Howe's proffered 
Peace and goes grimly on. 

Philip Merivale, as Washington, brings 
out splendidly the power of the char- 
acter, tho the grim irony and humor 
could have been played for greater ef- 
fect. Stanley Ridges, Harold Gould and 
Harold Elliott are excellent as his chief 
aids, with Ridges, as the fire-fringed 
Lucifer Tench, having the most grate- 
ful part. Edward Trevor is effective as 
Lafayette, while Reginald Mason has lit- 


tle to do as Howe. 


The men of the ragged, starving, 
phantom army are all splendidly played. 
Victor Kilian injects salty humor, and 
Alan Bunce, at long last given a chance 
to act, comes thru with flying colors, 
lending life and zest to his role. 


The direction permits muffled tones 
and swallowed words that make the 
early sections extremely hard to hear, 
and in addition fails to point up the 
earlier scenes to their maximum effect. 
It improves, however, as the play goes 
on, perhaps carried along by the sheer 
force and effect of the dramatist. 

Mr. Anderson’s present subject has too 
much proximity, familiarity and earth~- 
iness to allow for the high flights taken 
in the playwright’s previous histories— 
and it seems better so. In the attempted 
polished phrasing of the single scene at 
Howe’s headquarters the dialog rings 
woefully false, but when the scene is 
shifted to Valley Forge the words hit 
home like the home-wrought bullets of 
the continentals. 

And, more than that, there is a huge 
and gripping irony in the play. It is 
exciting, but it is also thoughtful— 
diabolic, almost. There is a blistering 
knowledge of war and what makes war, 
of governments and their ways, of the 
common uses to which idealism may be 
put—and of the ends to which idealism 
may come. as exemplified in the modern- 
day “free” America for which those tat- 
tered soldiers confidently fought. Yet 
along with that there is also a firm and 
sky-scanning knowledge of how, on oc- 
casion., an ideal may win, cutting thru 
the shoddy devices that muffle it and 
becoming a glorious and fiery end in it- 
self, no matter how it may be shcddied 
once more by succeeding generations. 

It is the bitter truth in Mr.: Ander- 
son's play—which, along with its heady 


Showdown Due 
For Ticketmen

Code Authority to decide 
action Wednesday—bro- 
kers may ask injunction

NEW YORK, Dec. 15.—The showdown 
on the ticket-broker situation is due to 
come next Wednesday, which has now 
been set as the final deadline for the 
receipt of brokers’ applications for 
licenses under the code. The deadline, 
which had already been postpongd for a 
week, was again put off, because there 
was no full meeting of the Code Author- 
ity, as had been expected, at the regular 
meeting last Wednesday. 

At next Wednesday's meeting a course 
of action will be decided upon, to be 
taken against those brokers who have 
failed to apply. It will, it is thought, be 
the final payoff on the situation. 

Applications still came in very slowly 
last week, with no more than half a dozen 
brokers getting their bids in. Most of 
the others have announced their inten- 
tion of not applying, as protest against 
what they call unfair allocation of ticket 
allotments. They want definite alloca- 
tions drawn up by the Code Authority. 

In addition to their refusal to apply 
for licenses under the code, they plan to 
take out an injunction preventing the 
NRA from interfering with the sale of 
theater tickets in New York, according 
to their attorney, Charles Abrams. It was 
not said upon what grounds the injunc- 
tion would be sought, but Abrams did 
state that he would claim theatrical busi- 
ness is not necessarily jnterstate com- 
merce, and that the sale of tickets is not 
commerce, but the issuance of a license. 

Meanwhile, in Washington, NRA of- 
ficials announced approval of the form 
of surety bond which the Code Authority 
intends using it its ticket-broken con- 
trol plan.

Altho Sailors of Cattaro is not as 
melodramatic as Stevedore nor as slash- 
ingly indignan¢é as Peace on Earth, it is 
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still a moving and sober story of revolt. 
Given a more expensive production by 
the Theater Union than its predecessors, 
it is something worth seeing and think- 
ing about. 

Written by Friedrich Wolf. a Jewish 
playwright in exile from Hitler’s Ger- 
many, Sailors of Cattaro has been pro- 
duced in most of the European capitals. 
Keene Wallis translated it and Michael 
Blankfort adapted it, with Irving Gordon 
staging. Mordecai Gorelik designed the 
three impressively realistic sets which do 
so much to aid the action of the play. 

The story, in brief, concerns the re- 
volt of the war-weary sailors of the 
battleship Saint George, flagship of the 
Austrian fleet, in the last year of the 
World War. The sailors, abused and ill 
fed, are aroused by smuggled revolution- 
ary literature. They revolt, and almost 
simultaneously the red flag of revolu- 
tion is hoisted by the other battleships 
near by. 

When the flurry of high emotion set- 
tles down and the sailors realize their 
danger they begin to vacillate. Their 
leader, Franz, believes that everything 
should be done thru the new sailors’ 
executive council. But the council 
bickers and hesitates, and no dynamic 
leader appears to co-ordinate and com- 
plete the revolt. While the council 
flounders, the military and government 
Officials quickly regain their ground and 
the revolt is crushed. The curtain falls 
as three of the leaders, who failed in 
the crucial moment, repent and clutch 
the red flag, vowing “Next time, better!” 

The story is based on an actual inci- 
dent of the war and, as such, it is sur- 
prisingly’ melodramatic. It has its mo- 
ments of propaganda fury and waving 
of the red fiag; but, generally, it is a 
creditable story that wavers only be- 
cause the main character is unsatisfac- 
tory. Tom Powers, as the leader, Franz, 
is hardly dynamic enough for the role. 

To more serious theatergoers the 
story’s implications are vast. The ad- 
visability of furious action versus more 
careful procedure, the futility of iso- 
lated revolt. the need for dynamic lead- 
ership and the overriding of the in- 
dividual in group action are some of 
the provocative questions thrown up by 
the play. 

With the better business organization 
it has now the Theater Union should be 
able to keep this production going. 
Furthermore, with it it can maintain 
its prestige as one of the leaders of our

A Character Intrudes is one of those 
ideas that all playwrights, at one time 
or another, toy with in their minds, try- 
ing to figure out how they can do a 
better job than Pirandello. Taking for 
granted that Charles Costello is no 
Nobel Prize winner, one is forced to ad- 
mit that basically his play has a good 
idea in back of it. True, some of his 
dialog is stilted and amateurish. True, 
too, most of the acting is none too good. 
And true for a third time, when a play- 
wright tells of a playwright there are 
times when his viewpoint becomes dis- 
torted because he is too familiar with 
his subject. 

In this play the author (of the play 
within the play) goes off and gets mar- 
ried to a woman while writing his pet 
dream child. Upon returning to his 
home he learns that he can no longer 
retain the privacy of his writing den 
due to constant intrusions by his wife. 
Thus all his characters, who heretofore 
would come forth and speak nis 
thoughts aloud, retire into the back- 
ground. 

In the end the butler explains the 
situation to the wife, informing her that 
her husband must write this play in 
peace and private or else the bills will 
never be paid; and the wife, like a good 
soul, goes back to her bedroom to un- 
pack her baggage and wait for her 
author to finish his masterpiece. 

Unfortunately, an idea for a play 
isn’t quite enough. The expedients 
chosen by the author are rather hack- 
neyed. Perhaps, now that he has seen 
his play, he will know what’s wrong 
with it. Perhaps the Ensemble Theater 
will grow and prosper, the way we hope 
all new groups will.

Hollywood Theater Thursday night. 
Many were undoubtedly called, but few, 
one fears, will be chosen. There are 
plenty of names upon display in Mr. 
Brown’s tunefest, but put them all to- 
gether and they spell hammy—at least 
with the material that they now have 
to work with. It’s not the fault of the 
performers, who are almost all of them 
excellent, but of the stodgy and unin- 
spired material and the methods of fit- 
ting it together. Calling All Stars in- 
cludes everything that you expect in a 
revue—everything that you expect and 
hope you won't find. 


Except in a couple of production 
numbers there is no slight originality or 
attempt to get away from the well- 
beaten path. Mr. Brown’s lyrics are, to 
say the least, uninspired, with one of 
them a bad takeoff on Brother, Can You 
Spare a Dime. Harry Akst’s music is 
routine, and hardly catchy enough to 
cause you to remember it after you 
reach for your coat on the way out. 
And the dialog and sketches, contrib- 
uted by a number of people among 
whom Mr. Brown again figures, achieve 
filth without humor. 

Those two veteran funnymen, Messrs. 
Lou Holtz and Phil Baker, struggle 
manfully thru the mess. When left to 
their own devices they are amusing, as 
they always are; but not even their 
combined talents can make the sketches 
seem like anything but distasteful 
bores. The comedy high spot of the 
show is Mr. Holtz’s unhindered carrying- 
on immediately after intermission. 

The dancing assignments are capably 
taken care of by Jack Whiting and, par- 
ticularly, by Mitzi Mayfair. Mr. Whit- 
ing sings and hoofs in his usual style, 
while Miss Mayfair is delightful to look 
at and her dancing is grand. But why 
do they force her to try to sing? Patricia 
Bowman does a couple of ballet num- 
bers, backed by the excellent Sara Mil- 


adagio to furnish the dance hit of the 
show. 

The singing is also in capable hands 
—or capable voices, if you have to get 
technical. Chiefly it is carried by 
Everett Marshall, who can still sell a 
number for all (in these cases, for more 
than) it’s worth. Gertrude Niesen, of 
radio fame, intones a couple of tunes 
without the aid of a mike, and more 
power to her for that. But, one fears, 
when she sings without the mike, 
power is precisely what she needs. She 
is given a tidy run for her honors by 
a lass named Martha Ray, who hotchas 
a few tunes :n stand-out style, and who, 
in her tom-tom number, has forced upon 
her the distinction of wearing what is 
probably the ugliest revue costume in 
recent years. 

Al Bernie, the young radio mimic, 
imitates other celebrities with zest and 
fidelity—tho the inclusion of a radio 
mimic (of which there are far too many 
in vaudeville) indicates the show's ten- 
dency to spread itself along the most 
obvious possible lines. Patsy Flick and 
Estelle Jayne appear in the sketches, 
and a few sketch and singing assign- 
ments are handled by an annoying lass 
named Ella Logan. 

But the best news from 5ist street 
concerns Judy Canova of the hill-billy 
vaudeville act of Annie, Judy and Zeke, 
who has long been one of this corner’s 
favorites. Judy, not by courtesy of 
superlative but in sober fact, is the ap- 
plause hit of the show. Doing her own 
inimitable gargling of one reprise. and 
later appearing for an amusing session 
with Messrs. Baker and Holtz, she pan- 
icks the customers, ringing down in the 
finale a hand that tied the show into 
knots 


The dancing chorus ts sprightly, tho 
hardly the prettiest troupe in town. The 
showgirls in this seem even less attrac- 
tive than showgirls in general. 

The mechanics of curtains and lights 
were still distressingly messed on sec- 
ond night. In addition to the generally 
soggy material there was that for the 
performers to contend with.

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LEGION CLAIMS 15,000,000 


Two-Bit Minimum 
Stands in Dallas 


DALLAS, Dec. 15.—Contract demands 
for a 25-cent minimum on second-run 
movies haven’t damaged the second-run 
houses, and if the minimum provision is 
monopolistic the relief lies in criminal 
provisions of the State's anti-trust laws, 
14th District Court ruled here last week. 

Judge W. M. Taylor denied the appli- 
cation of R. Z. Glass, operator of two 
Dallas naborhood movies, to restrain 
Karl Hoblitzelle, president of Interstate 
Circuit, Inc., and certain producers and 
distributors from continuing in force 
the price-fixing contract provisions. 
Hearing on the application for injunc- 
tion had been under way most of the 
week. Attorneys for Glass gave notice 
of appeal. 

The court held that Hoblitzelle and 
other defendants were not involved in 
any conspiracy to drive the naborhoods 
out of business. 

“In order to invoke the equitable arm 
of the law it must be shown that the 
party seeking such equitable relief has 
been definitely damaged or injured,” 
Judge Taylor said. “In case we have 
only a conflict of opinion as to what 
damages or injury might or might not 
result if the contract provisions are 
continued.” 

In the nature of class litigation, the 
Glass suit had been closely watched by 
Texas independents. 


Atlantic City Fears 
Legion Purity Drive 


ATLANTIC CITY, Dec. 15.—After profit- 
ing all summer on activities of League 
of Decency elsewhere, especially in Phil- 
adelphia, the anti-movie crusade hit At- 
lantic City this week for first time and 
with a vengeance. Local theater op- 
erators are awaiting outcome of co- 
operative figures on all houses to see to 
just what extent they will take it on 
chin. They are fearful of closings if 
activities grow too strong. 

Campaign launched with public an- 
nouncement in churches Sunday upon 
orders of Trenton bishop and affecting 
all Jersey houses. Pledge cards dis- 
tributed after which schools tackled. Biz 
reported off first couple days of week; 
whether this or weather conditions not 
sure. 

It was found during summer that 
visitors who took pledges in their home 
towns forgot them here and resort 
profited. Ban now hits when biz is low 
—indies will be worst sufferers as most of 
local ones located in heart of church dis- 
tricts. Chain theaters all in biz section. 

First time any such thing spread to 
resort. Local press has thus far ignored 
entire situation. 


Court Permits Poster 
Painters To Picket 


CHATTANOOGA, Dec. 15. — Union 
poster painters have a right to picket 
the State and Rialto theaters, but they 
were enjoined from displaying signs stat- 
ing that the two houses are unfair to 
organized labor by an opinion handed 
down by Chancellor J. Lon Foust. 

Chancellor Foust held that the men 
thrown out of work by the theater shops 
closing may picket because a labor con- 
troversy exists. He decreed, however, 
that so long as union members are em- 
Ployed in all other departments by the 
theaters the places are not unfair to ore 
ganized labor so long as the shops re- 
main closed. If the poster shops were 
reopened with non-union employees the 
injunction would be lifted. 


Crawford Tagged 


HOLLYWOOD, Dec. 15.—Joan Craw- 
ford will remain with Metro-Goldwyn- 
Mayer under a new long-term contract 
Signed by the star last week on the 
Coast. Miss Crawford has been with the 
company since her debut in films. Her 
hewest picture, Forsaking All Others, in 
Which she is co-starred with Clark Gable 
8nd Robert Montgomery, will be re- 
leased soon. 


No Encouragement 


DETROIT, Dec. 15.—Theater men here 
are wondering just what it’s all about. 
With the Legion of Decency claiming 
15,000,000 members in its drive for clean 
pictures, “Ann of Green Gables,” one of 
the cleanest pictures ever produced, was 
pulled from the Fox theater before it com- 
pleted its run, due to lack of patronage. 

Exhibitors feel that inasmuch as the 
Legion is anxious to encourage clean pic- 
tures, it should in some way pass the word 
around for its members to patronize a 
clean picture when it hits a theater. 
Exhibs claim that if clean pictures are not 
going to be patronized, sex will have to 
be substituted to fill the houses.

OMAHA, Neb., Dec. 15.— Paramount 
Theater, Omaha’s ace picture palace, 
closed its doors indefinitely at the end

9. Marks second time during the year 
house has gone dark.

Ted Emerson moves from the man- 
ager’s desk at the Par to the World, re- 
placing Don Puller, who becomes city 
manager of Tri-State’s two houses in 
Hastings. Bob Dunneck leaves Hastings 
to take up post as city manager at 
Ottumwa, Ia. 


Pittsburgh Houses Suffering — 
From Epidemic of Free Shows 


PITTSBURGH, Dec. 15.—Both chain 
and independent exhibitors here are 
finally agreeing that the free-show 


menace is seriously cutting into their 
box-office receipts. This becomes more 
evident during the pre-Chritmas period 
when the town is dotted with benefit 
performances and free shows in leading 
department stores. 

The Variety Club, KDKA and The 
Pittsburgh Press are sponsoring three 
benefit broadcasts on successive Satur- 
day nights, assembling for those pro- 
frams the cream of the town’s talent. 
The first of these broadcasts, given last 
Saturday, featured the leading per- 
formers on the KDKA lineup, Alvin and 
Pitt theaters and all the local night 
spots. The broadcast lasted over three 


hours, and the studios were flocked with 
people who came to see the free show. 

Department stores, headed by Kauf- 
mann’s and Gimbel’s, are featuring this 
year more free entertainment than ever 
before. There’s a one-ring circus at 
Kaufmann’s offered three times daily 
and only a 25-cent purchase admits 
both a child and a parent. Grace Katz, 
manager of this outfit, reports capacity 
business. Gimbel’s feature the World’s 
Fair Sinclair Exhibition and a Television 
Show, headed by Carlisle and London, 
CBS stars. Both of these stores are 
advertising their entertainment offerings 
heavily in their daily ads. 

It is expected that local exhibitors 
will take some action to curtail some 
of this free-show menace. The nature 
of their action is as yet undetermined. 


Some claim that it would be advisable to publish merely the names of 
the good pictures, since listing the bad ones would give them publicity. 


Others 
are in favor of covering the whole terri- 
tory. 

Former Governor Alfred Smith of New 
York has been named head of the board 
of Catholic laymen to aid the drive 
against objectionable films. When this 
goal has been reached an effort will be 
made to give the legitimate stage an 
overhauling. 


Theater men in general are not par- 
ticularly alarmed at the large number of 
Legion members. The exhibitors point 
out that in almost every instance of the 
list of objectionable pictures being pub- 
lished the pictures have already had 
their first run. It will be the small 
naborhoods who will take the brunt. The 
first runners will not be hit. 


Thus far the Legion has not exerted 
any great pressure on the theaters. Just 
what their plans are now cannot be de- 
termined. It is understood, however, that 
they are pleased with efforts made by the 
producers to clean up and are willing to 
hold off any boycott until the producers 
show that they cannot purify their 
product. 


SAYVILLE, N. Y.—Last Sunday Rev. 
Smith, of the Roman Catholic Church, 
called for members to the Legion of 
Decency. Most of his flock signed up. 
Sunday night Mae West in The Belle of 
the Nineties opened at the Sayville Thea- 
ter. Rev. Smith took up a position out- 
side and many of his parishioners who 
had planned to attend glimpsed the 
priest and continued walking. Patronage 
at the theater was about average. 


Lightman Continues 
His Expansion Policy 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., Dec. 15.—M. A. 
Lightman’s greatest single expansion 
move was made this week when he took 
over the Orpheum, the city’s largest and 
finest Main street showhouse. 

Up until 18 months ago Lightman was 
strictly a neighborhood and small-town 
movie operator, but at that time he took 
over the Strand A small and out- 
moded Main street theater, this added 
little to his prestige until $25,000 was 
spent late this summer, bringing the 
Strand up to date. Addition of the 
Orpheum gives Lightman an equal 
downtown strength with Loew, which 
has two houses here. In fact, if any- 
thing, Lightman is ahead of the field, 
since he has the grind Princess, also on 
Main street, as well and six ace subur- 
ban showhouses, in addition to about 
25 theaters in the surrounding territory. 


Virginia Shows Big 
Hop in Film Licenses 


RICHMOND, Va., Dec. 15.—In Virginia 
during the past six months there has 
been a decided increase in the number 
of films licensed for exhibition as com- 
pared with the same period of the pre- 
vious year, as shown by the semi-annual 
report just issued by the Virginia State 
Board of Motion Picture Censors. Dur- 
ing that period 1,185 more reels were 
licensed than during the corresponding 
six months of the preceding year, every 
month showing a gain. 

Receipts for licenses showed a gain 
of $1,348 over the last half-year period, 
yielding $12,083 this year as compared 
with $10,785 last year. Original films in- 


creased in number from 708 to 802, a 
gain of 94, while duplicate film licenses 
increased from 2,365 to 2,436, a gain of 71.

It would be the object of the new or- 
ganization to establish representatives 
in each Congressional district of the 
country. The membership would not be 
limited, but the contact man in each 
district would be boss of his domain. The 
organizers believe that with such a setup 
the key men could contact every Con- 
gressman and Senator in the country 
and thus stave off much legislation be- 
fore it reaches the halls of Congress. 

The actual work or organizing will de- 
pend largely on the response received 
from key spots. Should the response be 
favorable, work will be started imme- 
diately to get the units to work. New 
York exhibs are in favor of the idea and 
it is expected other spots will willingly 
join the new movement. 


Sharon Managers Are 
Fined for Sunday Shows 


SHARON, Pa., Dec. 15.—Managers of 
Sharon’s three motion picture theaters 
were fined $25 and costs each when ar- 
raigned this week before Alderman. 
Hayes T. Brooks on charges of violating 
the city ordinance banning Sunday 
shows. The charges, to which they 
pleaded no defense, were preferred by 
the Civic League of Sharon, organized 
to promote law observance, after Sun- 
day shows started here six weeks ago. 


Those fined were Thomas Whyte, 
manager of the Columbia Theater; 
Harry Stahl, part owner of the Nuluna, 
and John Miller, owner of the Gable. 


Upon advice of their counsel, the 
managers plan to close their theaters 
Sunday, because repeal of an ordinance 
under which they were fined this week 
has been started and will be completed 
at a special meeting of council next 
week. 

With the ordinance out of the way, 
the Civic League may attempt to en- 
force Sunday closing under the State 
laws, according to President W. D. 
Gamble.

Detroit Council Bans 
Smoking in Theaters 


DETROIT, Dec. 15.—The Detroit coun- 
cil passed an amendment Tuesday night 
prohibiting smoking in all theaters in 
the city. The former ordinance placed 
restrictions at the discretion of the fire 
marshal, and charges of favoritism and 
nonenforcement of the ordinance in 
several classes of houses were raised by 
many patrons,.as well as theater own- 
ers, who found competing houses allow- 
ing smoking. 

The present ordinance allows no loop- 
hole except for spouted 5 performances for 
private agencies. 


Milwaukee Strand Reopens 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., Dec. 15.— The 
Strand, loca! first-run dark since Octo- 
ber, reopens Christmas Day under the 
management of the Standard Theaters 
Company, operator of the Gateway and 
Kenosha theaters in Kenosha; the 
Strand in Oshkosh and the Bay in 
Green Bay.

NEW ORLEANS, Dec. 15.—With a 
scathing denunciation of the motion 
picture code, which was characterized as 
a@ monster conceived in decepiion and 
born in deceit, and while yet in its 
swaddling clothes is strangling compe- 
tition anc grinding to death thousands 
of independent theaters, the executive 
board of Allied Theaters opened a two- 
day session in New Orleans. Before an 
attendance gathered from the four quar- 
ters of the Eastern, Central and North- 
ern States, Chairman Abram F. Meyers 
stated that each and every act done by 
producers and producer-owned theaters 
since the formation of the code should 
be prosecuted under the Sherman anti- 
trust law. 


He explained that the personnel of 
the code authority is composed of seven 
representatives of sellers and three of 
buyers. Two of the buyers are execu- 
tives of trade associations supported al- 
most entirely by the contributions of 
producer-owned theaters. Thus the tn- 
dependent exhibitors have only one rep- 
resentative on the supreme governing 
body. 

“The power thus conferred on the pro- 
ducers has already been exerted to ‘the 
utmost to discriminiate in favor of 
themselves and their own theaters and 
against the independents. The code au- 
thority and regional boards in adminis- 
tering their judicial powers are resolving 
all important issues in favor of the eight 
major producers. These decisions have 
gone to the extent of nullifying pro- 
visions of the code designed for the re- 
lief of the independents, and of impos- 
ing on the independents monopolistic 
practices which the courts previously 
held to be violative of the Sherman 
anti-trust act. The picture code,” said 
Mr. Myers, “differs from most other 
codes in that it confers on the code 
authority and the regional boards ap- 
pointed by it power to adjudicate con- 
troversies between buyers and between 
independent theaters and producer- 
owned theaters. Thus the extraordinary 
situation is presented of judicial power 
being conferred on a tribunal whereon 
one party to virtually every controversy 
has nine representatives to one for the 
other. 

“The power possessed by the big eight 
producers under the code extends to 
regulating the admission prices, run, 
availability of pictures, the giving of 
premiums and every other competitive 
practice of importance to the buyers 
and sellers and the several classes of 
theaters. In other words, the independ- 
ents are placed at the mercy of thos¢ 
who make the pictures and those with 
whom they compete. ‘Fhe code was 
aptly characterized in the report of the 
Darrow review board which held that 
‘It is not authorized by and is contrary 
to the National Recovery Act.’ The 
energies of the allied association will be 
directed towards a revocation of the code 
in its present form by action of the NRA 
if possible, by Congress if necessary. The 


Terrorists Bomb 


Four New 


England Houses in One Night 


BOSTON, Dec. 15.—Early Wednesday 
morning four New England theaters 
were bombed, the explosions taking 
place at practically the same time. The 
houses were the Majestic and Tremont, 
Boston; Capitol, Pawtucket, R. I., and 
the Capitol, Lynn, Mass. The damage 
amounts to about $25,000. The Tremont 
and Majestic are owned by the Greater 
Boston Theater, Inc., while the Lynn and 
Pawtucket houses are part of the E. M. 
Loew chain. 


Boston police claim that New York 
gangsters were imported to do the work 
and were paid $250 for each explosion. 
The police are now at work trying to 
round up the terrorists and have the 
co-operation of the New York police. 

Elias Loew, president of the chain, 
stated that the bombing of his houses 


were due to his low admission rate. He 
said he had been threatened several 
times if he did not jack up prices. 


The two Boston houses lay their 
troubles to the fact that they do not 
employ union operators. The union, 
however, claims that all of its members 
are working and it would be foolish to 
agitate for jobs they couldn't fill. 


The theater men are convinced that 
the bombings have not ended, and police 
have been detailed to every theater em- 
ploying non-union help. Governor Ely 
in a statement said that every effort 
would be made to apprehend the 
bombers and that he is confident that 
the guilty parties will be caught. 

The damaged theaters are being re- 
paired, 


independent theaters were largely re- 
sponsible for the growth of the motion 
picture industry by encouraging the 
public to its entertainment and educa- 
tional values, and their tremendous in- 
vestments, most of which were made 
prior to the coming of the producer- 
owned theaters, should be protected 
rather than jeopardized by the govern- 
ment,” concluded Mr. Myers.

by United States Senator Huey P. Long. 

Delegates voiced indignation against 
the move by the so-called trust which 
insists that contracts in that State pro- 
vide that films shown in the major 
house at 40 cents or over may never be 
exhibited for less than 25 cents, which 
shuts out many neighborhood houses in 
the cities, and, in fact, in the smaller 
towns in that State from exhibiting them 
to their patrons. 


Warners Will Make 
Talkers for Homes 


WILMINGTON, Del., Dec. 15.—Stock- 
holders of Warner Bros.’ Pictures, Inc. 
elected five members to the board of 
directors at the annual meeting in the 
offices of the Corporation Trust Com- 
pany here last Monday. The newly 
elected directors who will serve terms 
of two years are Charles S. Guggenheim. 
Sam E. Morris, Stanleigh P. Friedman 
and Morris Wolf, re-elected, and Samuel! 
Carlisle, elected to succeed former Judge 
John P. Laffey, of Wilmington. 

Laffey, who accepted the post of di- 
rector two years ago at the request of 
former Federal Judge Hugh M. Morris, 
Wilmington attorney for the company. 
regretted his inability to continue on the 
board and asked to be left from the 
nomination for re-election because of 
poor health. 

Election inspectors, Abel Klaw and 
John E. Krauss, announced that 2,382,- 
909 shares had been voted for the new 
directors. 

The holdover members of the board 
are Harry M. Warner, president; Albert 
Warner, vice-president and treasurer: 
Jack L. Warner, vice-president; Abel 
Cary Thomas, secretary and general 
counsel; Waddell Catchings and Henry 
A. Rudkin. 

A special meeting will be called in the 
future to merge Stanley Company of 
America and Warner Bros., Thomas an- 
nounced. He also stated that there wil! 
be no reorganization of the company 
under the common stock in response to 
a question. 

The Warner Company, according [0 
Thomas, hopes to put on the market 
a miniature talking movie for home and 
school use. He said the company would 
derive good revenue from it. 

Speaking on the church campaign 
against unclean pictures, Thomas told 
of the difficulties encountered in the 
archdiocese of Cardinal Dougherty. He 
pointed out that all the other cardinals 
have tried to help, but that Cardinal 
Dougherty has refused to assume the 
burden of censorship on any picture.

Go Slowly 


IS understood that several bills will be presented in 
Congress at its coming session to permit industry to 
continue or discard its individual codes. There is talk 
that President Roosevelt will look kindly on such a move. 

Just how many industries would continue their codes 
is a question, but it is our opinion that most businesses 
would throw them in the discard. We feel, however, that 
the motion picture code, with a few minor changes, 
should be continued. In spite of its producer domina- 
tion it has accomplished a great deal of good. 


The local Grievance Boards are the only spots to which 
exhibitors may take their complaints. Without these 
boards there would be no spot for the theater owner to air 
his grievance and seek relief. Thus far no favoritism has 
been shown and as the code continues the exhibitors are 
gaining more confidence in its operation. 


Prior to the Grievance Boards the only recourse an ex- 
hibitor had was the Film Boards of Trade, controlled by 
the Hays group. Thru these boards many differences were 
arbitrated, but there was always more or less suspicion. 
Most suspicion that was aimed at the motion picture code 
and the Code Authority at the beginning has been grad- 
ually eliminated due to the fair treatment accorded all who 
came before it. 


There will be many who will demand that the code be 
scrapped. But we believe that the vast majority will be 
willing to go along and reap the benefits that the code has 
bestowed. It would be foolish to kill such a valuable setup 
with no plan for another organization to take its place. 


Admitting that the code has its flaws, it is far better 
than any previous document. It is contended that the pro- 
ducers derive most of the benefits. Granting this, the pro- 
ducers always have had the upper hand, but the code pre- 
vents many abuses that were formerly very common and 
with no means of a comeback on the part of the theater 
owner. 


In every industry there is always a certain number of 
persons who are against everything and the picture busi- 
ness is no exception. We would advise all exhibitors to 
ask just what the dissenters have to replace the code should 
opportunity to kill it come about. We ask the theater own- 
ers to go slow in scrapping the code for the simple reason 
that the further it progresses the more and more benefits 
will be derived. 


If the exhibitors kill the code the producers will have 
everything their own way, and should the theater men kick, 
the producers will point out that they are never satisfied, 
and there will be some justification in the accusation. Ex- 
hibitors are in a better position now than they have ever 
been. If they have an opportunity to vote on the code con- 
tinuance, and turn thumbs down on it, they are cutting 
their own throats. 


On the first anniversary of the picture code we take oc- 
casion to congratulate every member of the Code Authority 
and Grievance Boards for their fairness and tireless efforts 
on behalf of all parties concerned. And a special pat on the 
back for John Flinn, who has accomplished the impossible 
of bringing the warring factions together and making 
them work in harmony.

Suggests That 
Showmen Have 


Query Column 


St. Paul. 

The writer has read and studied the 
various suggestions with reference to 
finding a permanent berth for the en- 
durance business in the amusement 
field, and I cannot help stating that 
the many sug- 
gestions, while 
well intended, can 
never materialize. 
First, operators in 
this field are not 
honest with one 
another. That has 
been expressed in various issues by varti- 
ous writers. When a situation like that 
exists how are you going to attempt to 
get 15 or 20 operators together and lay 
the cards on the table? The writer has 
been associated with several promoters 
in several shows and, sadly but truly, 
can state that this situation exists. 
The theories of our mutual friend Kap- 
lan sound very good if it even covid be 
started, but I would venture to say that 
not two operators would attend a meet- 
ing called for this purpose. 

The present position of the endurance 
field is the fault of the promoters them- 
selves. It is my contention that a plan 
must be set up whereby these promoters 
will be forced to do the things necessary 
to bring about the elevation of the 
business and permanency of the profes- 
sion. I am sincerely of the opinion 
that there is only one organization that 
can take the front of this whole situa- 
tion and put it thru, and that is The 
Billboard. I have discussed this plan 
with several representatives of The Bill- 
board who have visited our show in Erie 
and stated that I would be very happy 
to spend time and expense to bring 
about such a result. 

What we need is a government code. 
By that I mean that we should go to 
Washington and attempt to obtain a 
set of rules and regulations under an 
endurance code which will protect pro- 
moters, contestants, employees and par- 
ticularly the inhabitants of the com- 
munity in which the show is operating. 

(1) The code set up should desig- 
nate a spectfic cash bond to be placed 
before any show would be permitted to 
operate. This cash would represent the 
prize money and guarantee the pay- 
ment of all bills. 

(2) The code would set up unfair 
competiticn where promoters go to the 
Same locality and make exorbitant of- 
fers to beat competition. 

(3) This code would set up a plan 
whereby contestants would not be left 
Stranded and at the same time where 
contestants could not accept transpor- 
tation money and then not go to their 
destination. It would put a cleaner and 
better type of contestant in the field. 

(4) It would protect the inhabitants 
where you could show a specific bond 
for tne prize money and bills, and also 
show that it was a legitimate work, 
amply financed to carry on. 

With the code set up along these

lines you could approach communities 
where ordinances existed and break 
them down because of the recognition 
of the national government. You could 
force the unethical promoter to become 
ethical and become a business man. 
With this code set up it would be just 
a matter of either being in the busi- 
ness in the right way or withdrawing 
from the field. 

If The Billboard would take this 
initiative the writer would be very hap- 
Py to co-operate with his time and 
money, and I am sure I know of several 
other promoters that feel likewise. With 
a situation like this existing I think you 
would find all of the promoters getting 
together as an organization to accom- 
plish things. As it stands now it is 
every man for himself, and even if pro- 
moters agreed upon a certain plan of 
procedure you would undoubtedly find 
several of them sidestepping. It has 
been proved by the national government 
that control is the key to any situation, 
and the only way to control this en- 
durance field is thru a code authority. 

I believe that Richard Kaplan could 
assist the endurance field in a very big 
way if given the opportunity and the co- 
operation of all the promoters, for it has 
been the writer’s pleasure to see some 
of his work, and I know that he has the 
ability to accomplish results. If this 
setup is food for any additional thought 
the writer would be happy to attend a 
meeting and help formulate a definite 
plan. 

When I mentioned that promoters are 
not honest with one another, I did not 
want to imply that the writer is the 
only promoter to have ethics, but I did 
want to imply that one that has good 
ethics must step out of his line to do 
business with the promoters on their 
own basis. For that reason I believe 
that not one promoter, including the 
writer, would stand pat on the subject 
because he had the right ethics. For if 
he did some competitor would step in 
and disregard any ethics and take ad- 
vantage of every situation Therefore it 
is just about boiled down to “dog eat 
dog.” You must face these facts and 
there isn’t one promoter in the country 
today that would not say that. 

Here‘s hoping that something gets 
started to make this branch of the 


amusement field sound, clean and 

profitable. Control is the only thing 

that will do it. S. M. FOX.

After reading the letter of Chanda, the 
magician, in the November 24 issue I 
have a desire to write on the same sub- 
ject. I have been in show business since 
1914 and this is the first time I have ever 
written to The 
Billboard or any 
Sees Too Much oyowman's paper. 
‘ 9 However, I get The 
Education’ of  piipoard regular- 
ly. I do not and 
Folks on Magic will not belong 
to any magicians’ 
clubs, because I find that most of their 
members are part-time showmen, mak- 
ing their living some other way and they 
are a menace to magic for which I offer 
proof. 

Two years ago I was showing in a 
town in Tennessee and while sitting at 
the writing table I noticed a loose-leaf 
sheet from an instruction book on magic. 
I asked the landlady about it and she 
informed me that her 18-year-old son 
bought the course on magic and showed 


me other sheets of the same nature on 
other writing tables in the hotel lobby. 
Anyone could read them when left care- 
lessly lying around. He was a member 
of the IBM. 

Another time I was in Alabama playing 
vaudeville. After the show I went to a 
cafe and an old man who had been to 
the show started talking to me, and told 
me that a high school boy there was a 
magician, a “very good” magician. He 
could saw two people in half and to 
prove it would have the audience file 
slowly by and let them see how it was 
done by looking into the cabinet. He 
also belonged to the IBM. 

Since that day in 1930 I have made 
announcements letting my audiences 
know that I do not belong to any magic 
clubs because to me they are just “rack- 
= to make money and “chump educa- 

I've been with as big shows as there 
are, circus, vaudeville, stock and reper- 
toire (I am a dramatic actor, too) and in 
the last few years I have played one- 
night stands as a magic show, doing 
magic, vent, cartooning, rag pictures, 
puppets and living marionette, an-hour- 
and-30-minute show, working from Mex- 
ico to Canada since January this year and 
doing my own booking and billing and 
having no assistant and from January 
till June 14 I lost four nights, exclusive 
of Sundays, and in all my years I have 
never exposed a single trick. 

Some books of magic have ruined that 
form of entertainment, with thousands 
of butchers, bakers and candlestick mak- 
ers doing magic as a hobby, giving 
schools, halls and theaters 50 per cent 
and sometimes all the proceeds so they 
can do a show. In St. Marys, O., a 
theater man told me that magic is 
“done,” because so many part-time ma- 
gicians play schools that people are sick 
of it, and concluded by saying, “And 
they all think they are good.” 

We, the magicians, who make our bread 
and butter this way and support families, 
don’t cut meat, paint houses or peddle 
milk as a side line—so why can’t people 
leave us alone? N

They expose, but 
it is not for mercenary reasons and it is 
inexcusable just the same. 

In George Sarkis’ letter he mentions 
the benefit that television would be to 
magic. Should television advance to the 
degree that Mr. Sarkis thinks it will, it 
will be fine for the magician lucky 
enough to get the fat, juicy plum of 
entertaining an audience in the televi- 
sion studio, but how about the many 
other magicians who will not be able to 
get a look in, for when one can turn a 
knob on a machine and see a magic show 
why bother to go to a theater? It’s a 
beautiful thought to think of magic and 
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it would be wonderful could we close 
our eyes to the battle scar on the field 
of magic. We are now down to almost 
the end of 1934 and a careful survey of 
the magic field shows us there is not 
one magic show playing first-class thea- 
ters at regular winter prices.

Six Vital Questions Concerning 


Show-Letter Handling Submitted 


Ruling from Post Office Department at Washington ex- 
pected soon—co-operation of telegraph company asked 
for protection against violation of wire messages

On November 19 the question of tampering with the mails on outdoor shows 
Was submitted to the attention of the Post Office Department and Postmaster-Gen- 
eral Farley at Washington, D. C., as stated last week in an article written exclusively 


for The Billboard. 


In the complaint the entire situation of the methods of han- 


dling show mail was explained fully to the Postmaster-General, as described last 


week in The Billboard. 


Furthermore, a number of questions were Submitted in 


regard to the situation, on which rulings from the Postmaster-General are ex- 


pected in the near future. 


Questions Submitted 


We are publishing herewith the ques- 
tions as contained in the letter of com- 
plaint: 

1. Is it possible for the Postmaster- 
General to issue stringent regulations to 
cover the handling of mail by the ap- 
pointed “show mailman”? Would it be 
possible to require from every outdoor 
show owner at the beginning of the show 
season to file the name of his “mailman” 
with your department and thereby put 
the appointed man under your regula- 
tions, at least insofar that all mail 
addressed to individual employees and 
performers in care of a show MUST 
be delivered immediately upon receipt 
at the local post office DIRECTLY into 
the hands of the addressee and to no one 
else, especially not to the office of the 
show owner? 


2. Has a local post office the right to 
issue any registered or insured mail to 
the “show mailman” without a written 
order of the addressee, if such registered 
or insured mail is addressed to an in- 
dividual in care of the show? 

$8. Has a local post office the right to 
issue to the “show mailman” any mail 
addressed to an individual simply “care 
General Delivery” of a post office and 
NOT addressed in care of the show? 
Many showmen try to protect their mail 
by having it sent simply “Mr. John 
Smith, care General Delivery, Altoona, 
Pa.,” intending to call for it themselves. 
But only too often this class of mail 
finds its way into the hands of the “show 
mailman” and later into the office of 
the show manager. 

4. Is the Post Office Department will- 
ing to investigate and prosecute the mat- 
ter to the fullest measure if cases of 
mail tampering are brought to your at- 
tention? What steps have to be tuken 
to get action from your department? 
Would a sworn affidavit of a show em- 
ployee of his suspicion that mail has 
been tampered with on a given show be 
sufficient to start an investigation? 
Should complaints be made to you at 
Washington or to the nearest post office 
inspector? 

5. What are the penalties upon cone 
viction of 2 show owner who (a) receives, 
opens. reads. reseals and later delivers 
letters addressed to individual employees 
and performers’ (b) Receives, opens, 
reads and destroys letters addressed to 
individual employees and performers? 

6. Would it be safe to state that a 
“show mailman” who delivers mail ad- 
dressed to individuals into the hands 
of the show manager would be “part of 
a conspiracy to tamper with the mails’? 
And would this “show mailman” be also 
liable to the same penalties as the show 
manager if mail is tampered with or de- 
stroyed by the latter? 

These are the six questions on which 
the Post Office Department is pondering 
now. Needless to say the answers to 
these questions are of vital interest of 
everyone connected with outdoor shows. 
The Billboard will, in a later issue, pub- 
lish in full the answer received from 
Postmaster-General Farley in this mat- 
ter.

New Advertising, Publicity 
Material for Ringling Shows 


SARASOTA, Fla. Dec. 15.—General 
Manager Sam W. Gumpertz of the Ring- 
ling Bros. and Barnum & Bailey Circus 
was in conference here all week with 
J. C. Donahue, general traffic repre- 
sentative from the Chicago office; 
Charles G. Snowhill, R-B general agent, 
and Roland Butler, general press repre- 
sentative, on routes, plans, advertising 
promotion and other details for the 
three shows under the Ringling banner 
during the 1935 season. 

However, there was not a whisper as 
to the probable plans for the fourth 
show, which is reported under consider- 
ation. Mr. Gumpertz was still silent on 
this point when questioned by The Bill- 
board representative.

Show next season. He went on to

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Virginia Considering I nspecting 


And Taxing Out-of-State Trucks 


RICHMOND, Va2., Dec. 15.—Of interest 
to every motorized circus is the plan to 
establish “ports of entry” in Virginia for 
the purpose of inspecting and taxing 
out-of-State trucks, now being consid- 
ered by the State Highway Department. 
Should such a proposal become a law 
it would affect every truck show enter- 
ing Virginia, even if it did not exhibit 
in the State, requiring that a tax be 
paid on each truck before clearance 
papers would be issued allowing the 
show to proceed on its way thru the 
State. The tax would be based on the 
tonnage of the truck and the distance 
it had to travel thru the State, and in 
addition to this each truck would have 
to undergo a stringent safety inspection 
as to headlights, breaks, etc. 

The proposed plan would be similar to 
the Kansas “port of entry” law, which 
the authorities of that State justify 
under the police power, but which has 
been opposed on the ground that it is 
a restraint of interstate trade. 

State Liighway Commissioner Henry G. 
Shirley, who is seeking a means of in- 
creasing ‘the revenue for the main- 
tenance of Virginia highways, declared 
“that under our present system Virginia 
trucks are taxed to keep up our high- 
ways and out-of-State trucks, unless 
they operate thru the State regularly, 
are not.” 

John Q. Rhodes, director of the State 
division of motor vehicles, expressed 


himself as very dubious as to the ad- 
visability of adopting for Virginia any 
such law as that of Kansas, which he 
was inclined to believe is unconstitu- 
tional. Commenting on the proposal, he 
said: “If we inspect and tax the traffic 
which passes thru Virginia, other States 
may pass similar laws, which would 
necessitate Virginia trucks paying taxes 
wherever they go.” 

There is now considerable agitation 
for a special session of the Legislature 
this winter to consider questions in 
which the funds of the highway depart- 
ment are directly involved. Unless this 
session is held, however, the proposal 
now being ccnsidered to increase the 
revenues of the highway department 
could not be enacted into law before 
the regular session of the General As- 
sembly next winter.

was submitted to the legal department 
of the Western Union Telegraph and 
Cable Company at New York. Naturally, 
the fundamental facts in regard to wire 
messages are somewhat different from 
the matter of mails. The same facts 
apply to messages sent by the Postal 
Telegraph-Cable Company, but it was 
thought unnecessary to approach this 
company also at this time, as most of the 
show business is handled by the Western 
Union and we can rest assured that the 
Postal will also adopt any safeguards 
that the Western Union may throw 
around safe delivery of messages on 
showgrounds. 


We are quoting now from the petition 
sent to the Western Union as follows: 

“All show business is practically using 
exclusively Western Union wires, and a 
tremendous amount of money is spent 
yearly with your company by attaches 
and performers of traveling shows, there- 
fore we feel that we are entitled to pro- 
tection from you against violation of 
wire messages by unscrupulous show 
managers. 


“The usual procedure in regard to wire 
messages on outdoor showgrounds is as 
follows: When your Western Union boy 
comes to the showgrounds with a mes- 
sage for an individual connected with the 
show, he will naturally call at the show 
office to find out where he can locate 
the addressee. In 75 per cent of such 
cases the show owner, show manager or 
his secretary will tell the Western Union 
boy: ‘Just leave the message here with 
us. You will never find Mr. Smith. He 
is busy anyway now. We will see that 
he gets the message later, as soon as he 
can be located.’ And your boy, in good 
faith, leaves the message at the show 
office and departs. 


“If the message would find its way 
untampered with into the hands of the 
addressee, it would be all right. But in 
a great many cases this is not done. In- 
stead the show owner will open the 
yellow envelope, read the message and if 
it is only a family affair or of no im- 
portance to him, reseal the envelope 
and have the message delivered. But if 
the message should be from some other 
show or contain something which the 
show owner considers harmful to him- 
self, he will be very often unscrupulous 
enough to destroy the wire message 
which will never reach the addressee at 
all. 


“What can be done about it? The 
best way in our opinion would be that 
the Western Union issues a very strict 
order to all its branches next spring 
stating that wires addressed to individ- 
uals connected with outdoor shows MUST 
BE DELIVERED BY YOUR MESSENGERS 
EXCLUSIVELY INTO THE HANDS OF 
THE ADDRESSEE AND TO NO OTHER 
PERSON. In case of impossibility to find 
the addressee on the showgrounds, a 
notification, slip should be left by the 
messenger, but the wire should be de- 
livered at your office to the caller only 
on identification that he is really the 
addressee. 


“Is the Western Union Telegraph and 
Cable Company willing to issue such a 
ruling to its branches and willing to 
hold its branch managers responsible for 
such procedure? 


“What can be done with show man- 
agers who accept, read and destroy wire 
messages addressed to their attaches 
or performers? Can they be criminally 
prosecuted for such action? And under 
what laws? And what penalties await 
such a show manager upon conviction? 
Do the Interstate Commerce Laws apply 
to this situation in any way? 

“And, finally, is the Western Union 
willing and in a legal position to prose- 
cute a show manager for the destroying 
of wire messages addressed to individual 
attaches or performers?” 


This covers the matter of violation of 
wire messages fully. The answer will be 
also published in a later issue of The 
Billboard, as soon as received. 


Old-Time Showmen 


By CHARLES BERNARD 


Prior to this 20th century modern- 
izing of the circus business the winter 
months at Bridgeport, Conn., were @ 
period that combined labor and recrea- 
tion for many members of the circus 
profession who gathered at the Barnum 
& Bailey winter quarters. So near to 
New York City, it was a magnet that 
drew many visitors. The circus fra- 
ternity from all parts of the world who 
chanced to be in New York during the 
winter months could be met in Bridge- 
port, where they would spend a few 
hours or a day inspecting the winter 
quarters or visiting friends among the 
scores of regulars who were preparing 
for the next season with the “Greatest 
Show on Earth.” 


The 40th Anniversary Number of the 
Greatest Amusement Publication on 
Earth reminds the writer that on a brief 
business trip to New York in January, 
1894, the urge seized him to spend a day 
at Bridgeport. Arriving at circus winter 
quarters with a small party of trouper 
friends, we learned that a special writer 
for The New York World was there 
gathering data for a Sunday World story, 
and the department bosses, performers 
and winter-quarters help were all anxious 
to be among those mentioned, so it was 
an opportune time for we small-time 
troupers to hang around. Among the 
notable performers there practicing and 
preparing new acts for the 1894 season, 
John O’Brien, the famous trainer of 
horses who had amazed Barnum & 
Bailey patrons in previous seasons with 
his wonderful “70-horse act,” was 
breaking in a new 16-horse act to sur- 
prise the coaching club fanciers. He also 
had selected four black stallions to work 
in harness, drawing a tally-ho coach 
The four stallions were so perfectly 
trained that when driven as the “four- 
in-hand” by Mr. O’Brien, sitting in the 
box on top the ccach, he used only his 
whip and words of command to direct 
the leaders and wheelers in their move- 
ments as if handled with reins. Anyone 
who saw the 1894 show will remember 
the imposing tally-ho coach, its driver 
and merry coaching party 

Rose Wentworth was practicing her 
riding acts and while demonstrating a 
thrill dash around the ring was given 
a dangerous fall, landing on her back 
considerably stunned. John O’Brien, 
Frank Melville and Harry Amphlet, in 
the ring at the time, rushed to the 
rescue, helped her to again mount the 
horse, and she completed her series of 
stunts for the news scribe. Frank Mel- 
ville was the source of some interesting 
stories of his tour in Australia while he 
did some riding on a ring horse that 
still needed much training. 


Linda Jeal was there with several of 
her own horses, including that Danish 
mare which was noted for circling circus 
rings at a breakneck speed while the 
“Queen of the Flaming Zone” did her 
hurdle thrills. The 1888 engagement 
with Circus Busch in Germany, pre- 
ceded by starring engagement with P. T. 
Barnum, Cooper & Bailey. W. W. Cole on 
the Australian tour, John Murray to 
South America, W. O’Dale Stevens’ Aus- 
tralian Circus and a continuous record 
of over 15 years entertaining circus 
patrons of the two hemispheres, as one 
of the most daring female equestrians 
of circus history, was fresh in the minds 
of all present that day at Bridgeport. 
To see Linda Jeal come in that ring, 
start her horse around the circle, rush 
across the ring and ieap to a standing 
position on the back of that bang- 
tail and speed around posed in graceful 
ease, followed by the thrills of danger 
stunts which seemed her delight, was a 
lifetime treat for that World reporter 
and we visiting troupers. 


Over in the animal quarters, among 
the pachyderms. we found George 
Arstingstall fondling and playing with 
two elephants that he called “Babe” and 
“Gypsy.” George had just returned 
after a long absence from the B. & B. 
herd, but the elephants were showing 
their welcome to a returned friend. 
Leving trunks were twined around him, 
into his pockets hunting for sweets, lift- 
ing his hat and otherwise showing their 
friendship. Arstingstall had brought 
with him to the quarters, two lions, 
some leopards, panthers, tigers, ponies 
and two Ulma hounds. This new group 
was in training for a series of routine 
poses and formation of a pyramid. The 
lasting vivid recollections of that Bridge- 
port visit was the satisfying knowledge 
that we had met ana were greeted by

His opening remarks recall the 
fact that he was one 2f Harvard’s great- 
est gridiron exponents, having been cap- 
tain of the team some 10 years ago, 
later serving as coach. He has been con- 
nected with the trio of Brooklyn beaches 
in a managerial capacity the past siz 
yecrs. 

With the boys from Jones Beach and 
Playland sitting on the sidelines here, 
I feel very much like Ed Mahan must 
have felt when he ate at the Yale train- 
ing table. They thought they would 
pull a little psychology on Ed. The 
waiter came in and asked one of the 
boys: “How will you have your meat?” 
He said: “Give it tc me rare.” The 
waiter went to the next one and asked: 
“How will you have your meat?” He 
said: “Oh, give it to me with the blood 
running out of it.” The waiter then 
passed on to Ed and asked: “Well, 
Mahan. what do you want?” Ed re- 
plied, “Well, just bring a cow in and I 
will take a bite out of the side.” 

So with all of these men that are 
interested in government-operated pools 
it is rather difficult for me to eet up 
and start the ball rolling. If Mr. Potter 
(Charles H. Potter) had started and if 
I might have been able to follow, per- 


haps I could keep it rolling a bit, but 
I will have to do the best I can. 

In the first place, I will have to start 
out by making an admission. I believe 
that the government is in the amuse- 
ment park business and in the bathing 
business, and it is going to be in it. I 
do not see how we can stop it. If one 
goes back in history you can start in 
the early Egyptian days, but not s0 
much with the Egyptians as with the 
Greeks. There you have the govern- 
ment very definitely in the business, 
and they did an awfully good job of it. 
Your Olympic games and tne way they 
idealized athletes are things that are 
symbolical of how much they went in 
for that particular thing. 


The Romans followed along and they 
went in a bit more extensively than the 
Greeks did. You get your elaborate 
Roman baths, which were very definitely 
subsidized by the government, and they 
were practically the clubs of Rome. 


As you get out of Roman history you 
get into medieval Europe and there it 
seems that the boys were so busy fight- 
ing with one another that they did not 
have quite as much time to think of 
bathing and amusements and it was for- 
gotten in part, but every good land- 
owner provided some sort of amusement 
for his serfs, and we find traces of gov- 
ernment in the pool business even in 
medieval times. 

We come along to our own country, 
where the boys had a pretty difficult 
time in getting it started, and for a 
number of years amusement was prac-

On Near A. C. 


Amusement interests think 
proposed plant at Linwood

ATLANTIC CITY, Dec. 15.—New Jersey 
State Racing Commission this week re- 
ceived plans for a race track from Ernest 
R. Shaw, New York sportsman, to be 
built at Linwood at a cost of $2,000,000. 
Mr. Shaw made application under the 
law of 1933, permitting horse racing in 
the State. Betting, however, is still 
illegal. 


According to the project as submitted 
in the license application, it calls for 
clubhouse, track and grand stand to seat 
30,000, stables and parking’space. Track 
would be a mile and a quarter. Sponsor 
said he is ready to go ahead with work 
at once. 


Talk of race tracks here has been in 
the air for some time. Amusement in- 
terests offer little objection if all events 
are afternoon affairs, as that will give 
them the night break. As in the case 
of recent dog races, however, they pulled 
from night biz to the detriment of 
amusements. Linwood is eight miles 
from here and has no hotels, so it is 
thought Atlantic City would receive 
much benefit. To legalize pari-mutuel 
betting the State constitution requires 
passage of a law by two legislatures. 
The 1934 body passed It. Decision now 
rests entirely with the 1935 solons, who 
meet in January. 


tically overlooked by the government. It 
was not part of its job. But since the 
war they started in: Europe. Germany 
has done it very extensively. They have 
done it in Finland, Sweden and Holland. 
Japan is doing it very extensively. In 
fact, all of the countries are, so I think 
it is quite proper that this country go 
into it 


How Government Oversteps 


But the thing that I take exception to 
is the way that it has been done. 
never would object, and I do not think 
anyone here would object, if the gov- 
ernment were to go in and _ prcevide 
ample bathing facilities or ample recre- 
ational facilities for peuple who can’t 
afford to pay for their own. We have 
always had our municipal baths and 
municipal playgrounds and no one has 
ever objected to them. 

But when the government goes in and 
builds tremendous motor palaces, pal- 
aces that can only be reached by an 
automobile after quite a trip, then it 
seems that it is stepping a bit out- 
side the realms of its right place. 


They have done a grand job and I 
think that is one of the things that 
makes it difficult. When the govern- 
ment can go in and spend $15,000,000 
in one particular plant and about 
$20,000,006 in roads getting there, it 
makes it rather difficult for a private 
individual to compete, especially 5° 
when they do not have to pay taxes 
and they do not have to pay interest 
on that large investment. 

And here, gentlemen, I think, is our 
approach. I do not thing that anyone 
would object at all to the competition 
that the government might give, pro- 
viding those government-operated places 
had to pay taxes and had to pay in- 
terest. If those properties were self- 
liquidating, as they are trying to make 
some of them in particular, then I think 
that we would have a much different 
battle than we havé now. But I think 
we have an awfully good argument in 
saying that there is no reason in Gods 
world why we should pay taxes to sup- 
port a place that is in direct competi- 
tion with us. 

That, I think. is one of the first places

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The Pool 
Whirl

Well, as you’ve probably read in your 
favorite daily newspaper, the AAU had 
its 46th national convention in Miami, 
Fla., last week and as usual the dele- 
gates made some silly rulings. 


One important declaration 
stated that all amateur athletes working 
at beaches or pools as life guards are 
hereafter to be considered as profes- 
sionals. Also that bath attendants—yes, 
even locker boys—are to be suspended 
from the AAU. 

Amateur Athletic Union officials gave 
as the reason for this new ruling the 
fact that such a regulation exists abroad 
and hence the International Swimming 
Federation, which body governs the okeh 
on world’s swim marks and the Olym- 
pics, suggested, or rather urged, the 
American amateur group to do likewise. 

Now I’ve made many editorial com- 
ments here in the past on what I 
thoucht was right and wrong with the 
AAU when it came to its dealings with 
swimmers. Possibly some think I am 
prejudiced against that organization. 
Therefore I’m going to take the liberty 
of reprinting some of the opinions of 
good ol’ Bob Edgren on this particular 
subject. Bob is one of the greatest of 
veteran sports writers and at present, 
besides doing a syndicated sports article 
and cartooning, is noted for his athletic 
werk, both in professional and amateur 
ranks, in California, making him, I be- 
lieve, the present boxing commissioner 


‘of that State. Moreover, I personally 


could never put in words as expertly the 
criticism against this new AAU ruling, 
even tho my sentiments are the same. 


Bob, in a recently syndicated cartoon, 
first of all kids the life out of the new 
regulation by drawing a picture of a 
swimmer rescuing a drowhing man. On 
the side lines he pictures a rotund AAU 
“boss,” with a cigar in his mouth and 
top hat cocked to one side, crying to the 
life-saver: “Hey, there, I seen youse 
swimming when youse went out to get 
that guy. Swimming for money, eh?, 
and racing to get there before the guy 
drowned! That makes youse a pro- 
fessional swimmin’ racer—you're barred 
for life!” 


In an adjoining article the veteran 
sports scribbler writes on the subject, in 
part: “It will be a blow to some of 
our less prosperous collegians who may 
have been getting money to pay for 
tuition and to eat on during the college 
year by acting as life guards on the 
beaches during the summer vacation. 
And the idea that a man can’t work for 
a living in any legitimate job and still 
be an amateur athlete at heart isn’t 
exactly American. 

“This life-guard rule is worth think- 
ing over. We have had some fine ath- 
letes who worked as life guards. There 
was Eddie Hart, of Princeton, some years 
ago, a good weight heaver and a marvel 
on the gridiron. Eddie was a 
swimmer and he worked in vacation 
time as a life guard. Nobody thought 
anything of it at that time, which was 
before the swimming federations began 
to think up novel ideas. Eddie liked 
life-saving so much—he had pulled a lot 
of drowning people out of the ocean— 
that he even worked at it after leaving 
college. And I’m certain I never knew 
an athlete who was more genuinely an 
amateur man than our friend Eddie.” 


All of which is exactly the way I feel 
about the whole thing. It’s a big joke— 
but one which doesn’t n com- 
mand laughter. 

If this new rule is enforced—and no 
doubt like so many other AAU laws it 
will be ignored, and rightfully so—pool 
men will be deprived of many 
Workers. Local collegians with folldw- 
ings will no longer be able to work at 
your tank and you'll probably have to 
tely upon some old-time athlete who’s 
8© old he doesn’t care about his amateur 
standing anyway. 

That's a fine kettle of fish. Here you 
pool men help turn in plenty each year 
to the coffers of the AAU thru swim 
meets, and what does it do but turn 
round and pass a rule that will defi- 
nitely hurt your business. 

All the correspondence I’ve received so 
far on my AAU stories has been from 
Pool men who seem to take the side of 


the AAU, which is okeh with me. I'm 
just trying to point out facts in which 
I think you will be interested. I do 
hope that pool men realize that this 
new AAU ruling definitely affects them 
and I should like to hear what side they 
will take on this issue. 


Response to last week’s item, cam- 
paigning for a swim for benefit of the 
American Red Cross, has been instan- 
taneous. No sooner was last week's 
Billyboy on the streets than two or three 
pool owners in New York phoned me 
that they were behind the plan to help 
the Red Cross. However, these pool men 
present a new side to the picture, with 
which I am in accord. Instead of a 
swim marathon, they say, a series of 
pool swim meets should be run thruout 
the country, entire proceeds to be turned 
over to the Red Cross to be used in its

At Fairs Perk Up at Convention 


Managers at Des Moines meeting name body to sound out 
sentiment and possibly present legislative bill—Miller, 
former president, is picked as head again 


DES MOINES, Dec. 15.—Prospects for pari-mutuel betting at county fairs of 
Iowa perked up a bit at the 27th annual meeting of the Fair‘ Managers’ Association 
of Iowa on Monday and Tuesday in the Hotel Fort Des Moines. There was some 
division of opinion as to advisability of legalizing betting, but sentiment seemed 
to favor such a move and a committee was appointed to sound out fair men thru- 
out the State and possibly to draw a bill for presentation to the coming Legislature. 
Pari-mutuel betting and the pass problem held the center of the stage thru most 


of the sessions. The latter topic bobs up 
every year, but since Minnesota and some 
other fairs have made a favorable start 
toward eliminating passes the topic has 
taken on more significance, and discus- 
sions at the Iowa meeting indicated that 
secretaries are giving the matter deep 
thought and are trying to work out plans 
for lessening the evil. 

More than 60 of the 76 fairs of Iowa 
were represented. Clare S. Miller, Tipton, 
who served as president several years ago, 
was chosen to head the association in 
1935. Reg Pearson was re-elected vice- 
president and E. W. Williams continues 
as secretary. In spite of the heart- 
breaking conditions that prevailed in 
many parts of the State last summer, fairs 
made a remarkably good showing, it was 
brought out. 


While the adverse conditions were re- 
flected in a decrease in number of fairs 
showing a profit, losses were in most in- 
stances small and fairs generally were 
well satisfied with support they received. 


Pass Problem Complicated 


Practical Solution of the Pass Problem 
was the topic of John G. Meyer, Cresco. 
He admitted he had no solution and 
hoped other secretaries would offer feasi- 
ble suggestions. It was brought out in 
Mr. Meyer's talk and discussion that fol- 
lowed that passes of one sort or another 
are given live-stock exhibitors and 4-H 
Club members, carnival and concession 
men, general exhibitors, free acts and 
horsemen. It was generally agreed that 
free acts seldom abuse the pass privilege. 
Some secretaries said they had greatest 
trouble with horsemen. Local church 
women who had lunch stands on the 
ground also presented a tough problem, 
it was revealed. 

A large part of the trouble seemed to 
simmer down to gatemen, who, it was 
generally agreed, usually were too lenient 
in allowing chiselers to get by on one 
pretext or another. Various methods 
were put forward for better checking on 
gatemen, but none appeared to be fool- 
proof, and Leo C. Dailey, Spencer, as-

Real Spenders Must Be Drawn 
With Comfort, Declares Darling 


Frank W. Darling, past president of 
the National Association of Amusement 
Parks, Pools and Beaches and chairman 
of its code committee, now director of 
the recreation floors of Rockefeller Cen- 
ter. New York City, delivered this ad- 
dress on “A Word te the Wise” before 
the annual meeting of the International 
Association of Fairs and Expositions in 
the Royal York Hotel, Toronto, on No- 
vember 27: 

I am elated over this opportunity of 
meeting our vocational brothers of the 
fairs and expositions. We are all try- 
ing to do the same thing, attract and 
hold the spending public, and very few 
of us are doing it successfully, still 
fewer are doing it as successfully as it 
should be done. I have only one brief 
message to give, but I am sure it is a 
valuable lesson. It is not new, but it 
needs emphasizing. 

I have had an exceptional opportunity 
where I have seen this lesson carried out 
successfully. For the past two years I 
have sidestepped the amusement park 
business and attempted to show Rocke- 
feller Center how to attract and enter- 
tain the great spending public, but it 
was Rockefeller Center which showed 
me that to attract and hold the spend- 
ing public for any profitable length of 
time we must offer the people the finest 
available quality of service and com- 
fort. 


You may attract crowds for a while 
by an advertising drive. You may bribe 
the public to come by some terrific 
stunt. But you cannot get those people 
to stay or to return or to spend money 
while they are there unless you make 
them more than comfortable while they 
are there. And even a big advertising 
campaign or a superior stunt will not 
bring a large proportion of the heavy- 
spending public. The big spenders to- 
day are not the millioriaires nor the 
roughnecks, but the great middle class 
of people who own their own homes 
and have in them all the comforts which 
would have been counted as luxuries 20 
years ago. 

This great middle class nas become 
used to clean and wholesome but luxu- 
rious surroundings. They will not 
tolerate the dust, the racket, the tawdri- 
ness of the average park or fairgrounds. 
See what the successful moving picture 
houses have done in creating luxurious 
lounges, sanitary restrooms, subdued 
lighting, comfortable chairs. [If fairs 
and parks had sprung up as a new in- 
dustry only five years ago they would 
be offering like comforts today. Because 
we have been at this business for many 
years we lose sight of these necessities. 
We go along with the same tawdry, in- 
artistic, noisy stuff we used years ago 
and have not taken heed of the fact

Texas Voters 
Hit at Proxies 


* 
Dallas fair’s stockholders 
declare for new blood on 
board—would curb terms 
. 


DALLAS, Dec. 15. — Three surprise 
resolutions at the annual stockholders’ 
meeting of the State Fair of Texas on 
Tuesday were designed to bring new 
blood both to the board of directors and 
to the presidency. One was adopted 
unanimously and the others were re- 
ferred to the directors with urgent re- 
quests for adoption. The 10 directors 
re-elected at the meeting probably will 
elect officers within two weeks. 

The resolution unanimously adopted 
provides that each president upon re- 
tirement shall become an _ ex-officio 
member of the board of directors, in- 
vested with authority and privileges of 
an active director for two years from 
the end date of his final term as 
president. 

Another resolution, referred to di- 
rectors with urgent request for adoption, 
provides that no director shall be eligible 
for re-election for more than seven 
consecutive years. 

The third resolution, also recom- 
mended, is designed to end use of proxy 
votes in election of directors so that 
stockhoiders actually present and voting 
will be responsible for the board. 

Directors re-elected are John W. Car- 
penter, Rosser J. Coke, J. J. Eckford, 
Otto Heroid, Frank P. Holland Jr., T. E. 
Jackson, A. M. Matson, Frank McNeny, 
Hugo W. Schoellkopf and Harry L. Seay. 

Stockholders received the auditor's re- 
port, showing a 1934 net profit of $61,898 
and best attendance in five years. 


Pay and Free Gate Debates 
Are on Tapis for Nebraska 


LINCOLN, Dec. 15.—One of the most 
interesting discussions to come before 
the January 14-15 convention here of 
Nebraska Association of County Fair 
Managers will be a free versus the pay 
gate debate. 

Most free-gate fairs in Nebraska were 
pretty fortunate this year, most promis- 
ing example being in Saunders County. 
where the gate was free and the grand 
stand grossed $4,000. Considering the 
fact that the State fair grand stand’s 
gross was about $4,800 on the full week, 
this seems exceptional. 

Most Eastern Nebraskans are in sym- 
pathy with the rodeo idea for grand- 
stand attractions, since those fairs using 
them last season had good luck. Possi- 
bilities of pari-mutuels for county fair 
race tracks will be another hot item dur- 
ing the convention.

LORIDA’S fairs will soon set the ball 
a-rolling for the season of 1935 and, 
judging from advance reports, they 

will be better prepared than ever before 
to take care of the influx of winter so- 
journers. The shows went over well last 
winter, and word from Largo, Tampa, Or- 
lando and Winter Haven is that plans are 
on to get their share of what is confi- 
dently expected to be the largest con- 
tingent of visitors that have graced Uncle 
Sam's chin-whiskers since the late boom. 
The Florida fairs at their 1934 showings 
proved true harbingers of the season 
that was to come. The composite eye of 
fairdom will be upon them soon. 3 
as has been said before and generally 
proved, Tampa sets the pace for all the 
rest below and above the Mason and 
Dixon line. 


EVERY outstanding fair in the nation is 
attended by excellent and profuse publicity. 
In the community which it serves it will be 
found that it has no more stanch supporter 
than the press. 


THERE will be much division of 
opinion on the attitude of Secretary N. 
J. Ronin, Nebraska State Racing Com- 
mission, who enthused before the Iowa 
Fair Managers’ Association last week on 
“benefits derived by fairs in many other 
States where pari-mutuels operate.” “A 
county fair without a good racing pro- 
gram and pari-mutuel betting is like sit- 
ting up with a dead man,” he remarked. 


AIRS not only are the show windows 
of the nation, but the last five years 
have indicated that they also are real 

barometers of economic and climatic 
conditions. As go the country and the 
people, so go the fairs. This was espe- 
cially true at Iowa State Fair this year. 
Drought and financial conditions among 
farmers were severe handicaps to any 
sort of attendance record, says Secretary 
A. R. Corey. In 1934 the gate was 261,147 
as compared with 290,268 last year. 
Probably 15,000 of this shrinkage can be 
attributed to rain on August 30 when the 
Thursday afternoon attractions program 
was canceled and Thursday night show 
and Friday auto races were interfered 
with. Brunt of drought damage was 
borne by Southern Iowa, which usually 
provides greatest fair attendance, and 
reaction from this was felt heavily. But 
those who did turn out wanted to see 
things. Grand-stand attendance was 
better in proportion to the gates. The 
draw was more than 110,000, 68,555 at 
hight and 41,694 in afternoons. 


DECLARATION of Norman Bartlett, inven- 
tor of Flying Turns, that fair midways can get 
the first crack at new rides, as they are 
turned out, would seem to put it up to fair 
boards to meet the manufacturers and oper- 
ators at least halfway.

that the appreciation of the patronizing 
Public has entirely changed. 


In Same Old Rut 


As a specific example: Not too far 
from-my home town is a county fair 
which used to have the reputation of 
being one of the best in the country 
and which I attended every year 
for nearly 20 years until just recently. 
We used to drive there in our buggies 
and meet our neighbors and all the best 
citizens of the county; they were the 
large majority of the attendance. Yes, 
it was dusty. it was noisy, there was 
very little which was artistic or har- 
monious, but that was all right in those 
days. We did not know any better. 


Every year they have run that fair 
just as they did in those days. It isn’t 
any dustier, any less harmonious: per- 
haps they have increased the noise with 
loud-speakers and blatant ballyhoo 
artists, but when I went three years ago 
the place was full of roughnecks. There 
were so few people of refinement that it 
looked like a crooks’ convention. There 
were plenty of people, but they were 
not spenders. Concessioners went broke, 
the corporation had to reorganize and 
it is a question whether they will hold 
@ fair next year. 


I am familiar with another once 
famous fair in the West. Prominent 
near the entrance had always been the 
racing sheds, frame structures built be- 
fore America had a sense of architecture 
form and proportion. Three years ago 
they burned down. They rebuilt them 
substantially enough, but just as they 
had been, plain sheds, an ill-propor- 
tioned, formless line of prominent roofs 
and unadorned walls. When one enters 
those grounds one is cooled down at 
once by the ugliness of the first view. 
Without the expenditure of any more 
money, without any delay, those same 
accommodations could have been built 
by a man of good taste to be a modern 
attraction instead of an abortion. 


Change Not Expensive 


To build artistic and harmonious 
buildings doesn’t require more money or 
expensive architects; it requires men 
who have good taste and good showman- 
ship. 

To keep a place so clean that people 
will not further defile it may require 
a slight addition to the pay roll and 
closer supervision, but it will attract 
the right people. 

To eliminate the tiring racket may re- 
quire some discipline and some argu- 
ments with concessioners, but it is just 
as fair for one as for the other and it 
will not drive away the spending class. 

To beautify grounds and eliminate 
dust may cost a little more, but it will 
make a place where the spenders want 
to come. 

Rockefeller Center has made one rule 
to which it adheres: Unless it can do 
a thing so well that it will attract and 
hold the patrons it will refrain from 
doing it at all. 

Harmony, refinement, artistry are not 
expensive. It requires first a realization 
of the need; secondly, good taste, and, 
thirdly, real study and thought on the 
part of you men who make the fairs 
what they are. 

Pairs and parks used to be great fea- 
tures.of our country. They were the 
relaxing resorts for local morale. Thcy 
are fast becoming resorts for the in- 


dolent and entertainments the 
worthless. There may be » other 
reasons why this is co, butg main 
One is because we have fail make 
them dignified, beautiful and an. We 


have failed to realize that the refine- 
ment of the people attracted and the 
orderliness of the crowd will be in exact 
ratio to the refinement and orderliness 
of the environment which you furnish.

completely eliminate the  chiseler. 

Methods at several fairs were described 

but it was admitted that they were only 

partly successful. 

Senator C. E. Malone, Atlantic, talked 
on The Service of Fairs to Agriculture 
and the Community. This was followed 
by the Question Box, which brought out 
some excellent ideas. Mr. Dailey em- 
phasized the need of high-class enter- 
tainment along with educational features. 

“If I cannot offer the people a good 
entertainment program they will not 
come to our fair,” he asserted. Atten- 
tion also was called to the fact that 
having the same set of exhibitors year 
after year is not rendering the service to 
the public that the fair is supposed to 
render. 

Mrs. Page, of the fair in Central City, 
told of their plan of selling admission 
tickets in quantities to local merchants 
at a nominal price, the merchants 
giving the tickets free with purchases. 
Ticket and 20 cents cash admitted to the 
fair, whereas the regular admission price 
was 35 cents. The plan worked out suc- 
cessfully in Central City, she said. 

Opening Tuesday Session 

At opening session on Tuesday new 
secretaries in attendance were intro- 
duced. They were F. L. Lau, Garnavilla; 
E. B. Clinton, Marshalltown; Dr. E. O. 
Nichols, Maquoketa, and Ira Miller, 
Hampton. President Dailey in his ad- 
dress called attention to the difference 
in figures in all departments of the fair 
in 1920 and 1934. Entry fees in the 
speed departments of Iowa fairs in 1934 
were about one-fifth of those in 1920, he 
said. 

“We have all cut down purses too 
much,” he declared. “There are not 
enough worth-while purses offered to in- 
duce horsemen to race or to breed horses. 
By all means, our harness racing purses 
should be increased.” 

Mr. Dailey commended fairs for hold- 
ing up premiums in agricultural and live- 
stock departments thru the depression 
years. In 1920 the premiums offered by 
Iowa fairs in departments other than 
speed amounted to $240,000 for 92 fairs. 
In 1934 the amount was $182,000 for 76 
fairs, a very creditable showing. “Agri- 
culture and live stock are the basis of 
our fairs and you are to be commended 
for having held up premiums in these 
departments,” he said. 

Following presentation of former of- 
ficers of the association, Fred G. Mitchell, 
Mason City, read a paper on Suggestions 
for Your Entertainment Program in 
which he gave some excellent sugges- 
tions. 

“We have to go on and try to outguess 
the fickleness of the public,” he said. “In 
the old days before we had radio, talking 
pictures and the like, the public was 
satisfied with simple forms of entertain- 
ment. Today they are educated to want 
the best, and we must give it to them.” 

By far the best paper presented was 
that of E. L. C. White, Spencer, on Local 
Co-Operation in Publicity for Your Fair. 
While agreeing that all kinds of adver- 
tising mediums are good, Mr. White ad- 
vised secretaries to depend mainly upon 
local papers and urged them to get co- 
operation of their editors. 

“The wise secretary,” he said, “buys 
some space in the local newspapers. He 
also will have the editors in his territory 
as his guests at the fair.” He told of 
many ways in which newspaper men can 
and will help put a fair over. The 116- 
Page special fair edition of Mr. White’s 
paper was a splendid example of what can 
be accomplished. 

“But all the publicity in the world 
won't put over a fair that does not put 
on a good fair,” he warned. “Try to hum- 
bug the public and see how far you get. 
Give a bum secretary all the money and 
co-operation in the world and he still 
cannot put the fair over.” 


The Billboard Thanked 


Before the morning session adjourned 
attractions people present were intro- 
duced; Secretary E. E. Williams, Man- 
chester, read his annual report, upon 
which he was complimented for the ex- 
cellent showing made, and A. R. Corey 
spoke briefly with regard to State aid. 
He said he hoped the association would 
go on record as asking the Legislature to 
appropriate sufficient funds to pay the 
full amount of State aid the fairs are 
entitled to under the law. The amount 
necessary will be about $125,000. 

In introducing attractions people 
President Dailey took occasion to say 
a word of praise for Henry Bryant, who 
has been a most efficient recording secre- 


tary for the association for years, and to 
thank The Billboard and its representa- 
tive for their co-operation. 


Nick J. Ronin, Fremont, Neb., was 
speaker at the afternoon session on Re- 
viving Interest in Horse Racing. He told 
of what had been done in other States 
with pari-mutuel betting and offered 
suggestions for obtaining similar legisla- 
tion in Iowa. Carl Hamilton, represent- 
ing the Midwest Harness and Saddle 
Horse Association, also spoke briefly, 
pointing out necessity of employing com- 
petent starters and of using showmanship 
putting over races. 


After some discussion it was agreed 
that a committee be appointed to in- 
vestigate merits of pari-mutuel betting 
and report to the association with a view 
to possible action looking to passage of 
a pari-mutuel bill. 


In the annual election there was a 
slight departure from usual custom of 
moving up the vice-president to presi- 
dent. This was because the vice-presi- 
dent, Reg Pearson, probably will have no 
fair in 1935. For that reason L. W. Hall, 
Eldon, nominated Clare S. Miller, Tipton, 
who served one term very efficiently as 
president, and Mr. Miller was unani- 
mously chosen. Mr. Pearson then was 
re-elected vice-president, which places 
him in line for the presidency next year. 
Three directors were elected: District No. 
1, Gerritt Van Stryland; District No. 2, 
Frank A. Gatch, and District No. 4, A. H. 
Werner. 

Resolutions adopted were brief and in- 
cluded commendation of the officers of 
the association for their good work; 
thanks to Mr. Dailey and all who assisted 
in making the program a success; ob- 
jecting to any action that might inter- 
fere with 4-H Club work or with tne 
work of the State fair; asking that the 
Legislature provide sufficient State aid to 
pay premiums in full; expressing sym- 
pathy for C. E. Cameron, who is ill, and 
thanking The Billboard and its repre- 
sentative, Nat S. Green, for what they 
have done and are doing for Iowa fairs 
and fairs in general. 

Following discussion of questions re- 
ceived, there was a short but interesting 
talk on the Chicago World's Fair by Frank 
P. Duffield. 


Banquet and Entertainment 


The banquet, entertainment and dance 
Tuesday night in the west ballroom of 
the Hotel Fort Des Moines was a gala 
affair, attended by more than 350. Mr. 
Dailey was toastmaster and D. D. Off- 
ringa, a live-wire from Waverly, led com- 
munity singing. During early part of 
the evening a novelty orchestra, a little 
German band from the Southern part of 
the State, furnished music and comedy 
with novel musical instruments. Fol- 
lowing the excellent repast, guests were 
introduced, among them Governor Clyde 
L. Herring; Josephine Arnquist Bache, 
director of 4-H Club work; Mrs. Edith 
Barker, assistant 4-H director; Doris Paul, 
15-year-old winner of the health 
championship at the International in 
Chicago, and several others. 

Governor Herring made a brief addréss 
in which he told something of his experi- 
ence in fair work and lauded the work 
that is being done by the fairs of today, 
with especial praise for 4-H Club work. 

Entertainment program, instead of be- 
ing presented by individual booking 
agents, was arranged by “Deak” Williams 
and other members of the association. 
In announcing the program credit was 
given Regalia Manufacturing Company, 
Williams & Lee, Lew Rosenthal Attrac-

that we can attack, and that we can 
go after these municipally operated 
places, and I think that it can only be 
done by concerted action on the part 
of the group. Individuals cannot do it. 


Tough Battle Ahead 


The second way that I can see is 
giving the people something that the 
municipally owned or county or State 
or federal government-owned establish- 
ments cannot give them. If I under- 
stand the setup correctly, everything 
that they have must show some definite 
return. It is not so with privately 
operated pools. There are a lot of things 
that we can throw in that they can’t 
afford to or that it is impossible by law 
for them to put in in the State-operated 
propositions. 

I think that our whole approach is 
going to be to try to do things that the 
city cannot do. 

Now you say: “What is that? What 
can we do?” And I answer that we can 
put in a number of things and give 
them away free. We have done it in 
our little place down there at Manhat- 
tan Beach quite successfully. Our 
whole policy is to let the people in for 
one charge and then give them every- 
thing that we possibly can for nothing 
after they are in. The State place can- 
not do that. It has got to charge for 
everything. They may put in CWA 
bathing, and we try Paul Whiteman or 
Rudy Vallee. And so it goes. We have 
to have a little imagination and we have 
to keep just one jump ahead of them 
because I am quite sure that the State- 
operated place in another year will find 
some way that it can do what we 
have done this year. But if we keep 
one jump ahead of them it seems that 
we are going to have a little opportu- 
nity of keeping our heads above water 
for a while, at least. 

I think it is going to be an awfully 
tough battle and I am sure that the 
government is definitely in this busi- 
ness, and unless we can get a strong 
organization to combat what it is 
doing now, with excellent publicity, and 
with a good fight in the various Legis- 


latures, we are just going to be abso- 
lutely licked. We have got to have con- 
certed action by the group, and if we 
have that I think we have a chance. 
Unless we have that, why, I think we 
are all going to be out of business be- 
fore long.

Operators of the Bimini natatorium, on 
the other hand, have discovered that 
many couples drop into the pool before 
tripping the light fantastic next door. 
Of course, it’s more profitable for tank 
owners to run their own dancing and 
other sideline activities, but if space 
prohibits it seems a neighboring dance 
ball or theater doesn’t hurt but really 
helps, take it from the Bemini man- 
agement.

Chicago’s A Century of Progress has 
elicited the following comment from 
The Christian Science Monitor of No- 
vember 2, 1934, as submitted to your 
author from Spillman Engineering Cor- 
poration: “Anyone seeking to raise 
amusement standards should be cheered 
by the experience of the Chicago World’s 
Pair villages this summer, where it may 
tairly be said the best shows won. Some 
of the villages offered entertainment in 
conspicuously good taste: others gave 
the opposite kind. Prices were the same 
for all. And figures just made avail- 
able show that the biggest box-office 
vote went to clean entertainment.” 

We have always maintained that you 
can make the church publications talk 
to your advantage if you will vend 


wholesome, clean entertainment. The 
pictures are awakening to this fact with 
a@ vengeance and at no small cost to 
themselves. 

The man responsible for the sexation 
of the Chicago midway has confessed 
publicly that he made no money out of 
it. Then why do it? 

We claim running a good ride attrac- 
tion or a square game is a fine legiti- 
mate business. They see the ride or at- 
traction operating; the price is plainly 
marked on the box office; the patron 
gets for the indicated fee just what he 
was lead to believe he would get. How 
many ways does this beat going to jail 
for running a crooked game? 


Now a Kid Show 


CHARLOTTE, Mich., Dec. 15.—Eaton 
County Fair, which lapsed in “1930, has 
arisen from the dead under sponsorship 
of 4-H Clubs and is now entirely a “‘kid” 
show, so far as management goes. 

Working under leadership of Hans 
Kardel, county agricultural agent, man- 
agement was taken over by the clubs itn 
1931. Revival began on June 26, 1931, 
with organization of Eaton County 4-H 
Agricultural Society. This group, com- 
posed of several hundred farm boys and 
girls, took up management where their 
adult predecessors left off. 

The group made valiant efforts that 
spring and summer to raise money, only 
to see the fairgrounds sold to the city 
to clear up debts. The city soon was 
convinced that the kid management 
could run the fair. Business men do- 
nated $237 toward a two-day fair. 


No Pay to Anyone 


The 1931 fair, with a small beginning, 
had to be a success financially. By- 
laws declared that no officer or em- 
ployee should receive pay. “In other 
words, we wanted only those to work 
who were interested in it, heart and 
soul,” Mr. Kardel said. 

Exhibits of 90 head of cattle, 52 sheep, 
32 hogs. and 5 colts were on hand. 
Pulling contests in front of the grand 
stand, band concerts and local enter- 
tainment compriseq the program. Ad- 
mission was charged. After all expenses 
were paid $352.79 was in the treasury. 
The 1932 and 1933 fairs were enlarged 
and income showed net returns of $55.84 
and $343.01. 

The 1934 fair was a marked !mprove- 
ment. All it lacked was pro horse race 
ing and a complete midway. There were 
free acts, farmers’ horse races, pony 
races, band concerts, a “chicken fly” for 
youngsters, pulling contest and mule 
race. At a night performance the WLS 
Players put on a barn dance. This 
year’s fair lasted three days; results, 
$800 more added to net returns. 


Can Be Duplicated 


The 4-H Club members were directly 
responsible for carrying out the many 
duties connected with the fair and 
called on their dads for help when 
needed. During the four years the so- 
ciety has paid the city $210 in rent for 
grounds. Representative John B. Strange, 
president, has served thruout the four 
years, but delegates powers to the kids. 
Plans for 1935 indicate a thorogoing 
exposition next year. 

“We have done nothing here that 
couldn't be duplicated and improved 
upon in other places. As I see it, the 
problem is fust to keep everybody en- 
thusiastic by being friendly, accommo- 
dating and helpful to all concerned,” 
said Mr. Kardel.

Florida Judge Decides 
In a Mandamus Action 


TALLAHASSEE, Fla., Dec. 15.—A 
Florida court has held that carnivals, 
circuses and other traveling shows must 
pay State and county occupational tax. 
Circuit Judge J. B. Johnson, of Talla- 
hassee, said that he would so rule today. 
The court action was instituted by the 
State Theater, one of the Sparks enter- 
prises. A writ of mandamus directed 
against the tax collector was argued by 
counsel for Sparks and the state at- 
torney-general to determine whether a 
carnival company or other traveling 
show should pay the tax. Leo Bistany, 
of Mohawk Valley Shows, and Recrea- 
tion Park, a $30,000 amusement enter- 
prise permanently located here, owned 
by A. E. Bagnell, and the tax collector, 
W. K. Collins, the defendants. 


Bistany opened his attractions here 
last Monday at Recreation Park, which 
pays an annua! occupational tax of $100 
to the State, $50 to the county and $100 
to the city of Tallahassee. State and 
county officials held that the licenses 
of the park were ample for the carnival 
attractions. 


The park brought the Mohawk -Valley 
Shows here after passage of a city ordi- 
nance which fixed the city license for 
its operation at $100 a year. The ordi- 
nance defined what type of amusement 
the park might offer, barring only 
clairvoyants. The city of Tallahassee 
therefore is not involved in the case.

CINCINNATI, Dec. 15.—The worth- 
whileness of a city having a prominent 
carnival wintering in its midst, and 
many of its personnel spending money, 
locally during their layoff months 
and the management and _ individual 
attraction owners making purchases of 
materials from local business institu- 
tions for construction, rebuilding and 
painting of paraphernalia, was exempli- 
fied in an article that appeared in The 
Laredo (Tex.) Times of recent date. It 
referred to J. George Loos, one of out- 
standing carnival owners of the Middle 
West, and his Greater United Shows. 
Incidentally, Mr. Loos’ amusement or- 
ganization, formerly titled J. George 
Loos Shows, has played the annual 
Washington Birthday Celebration at 
Laredo the past 12 years and has been 
rebooked for next February. The sec- 
ond and third paragraphs of the news- 
paper article read as follows: 


“The various carnival attractions and 
equipment rolled into Laredo the past 
week with about 60 persons connected 
with the shows in addition to J. George 
Loos and his family. The carnival 
equipment has been stored in the 
Wormser warehouse on the railroad 
tracks in the northwest part of Laredo, 
and the people who came with it are 
domiciled at the hotels, boarding houses 
and rooming houses of the city. It is 
estimated it will cost these 60 persons 
an average of $1.50 each day to way 
their experises, or $90 a day or $3,000 a 
month, or they will spend about $9,000 
for the three months they are here. All 
this money is spent with Laredo people 
and put into circulation. 


“In addition all the carnival equip- 
ment, including the various attractions, 
will be overhauled while here and thor- 
oly repaired and repainted, meaning 
that much more money will be spent 
with Laredo business men who will fur- 
nish the needed supplies. The carnival 
attraction also contributes a fund an- 
nually of from $500 to $1,000 to the 
Washineton Birthday Celebration as 
its subscription to put it over. And 
this they have been doing for the past 
12 years.”

And 
real tears of sorrow welled from the 
hearts of many who came to pay homage 
to Walter B. Hunsaker. He carried a 
small book in which was a clipping of 
a poem by Edward Guest, in which he 
had the following underlined: “I just 
want to live in a house by the side of 
the road and be a friend to man.”

Doc J. Lawrence (Larry) Brooke 
is pitching sex in auditoriums and 
storerooms.

S MUCH as we hate to see off-color 
game operators work on a fair- 
grounds, we must say, as we have 

said on many previous occasions, that 
the operators themselves are not to be 
fully blamed. It’s the fair secretary or 
fair management that is just as guilty 
for the “stepping” tactics. The root of 
the evil is in the high prices charged for 
space. 

Take a fair that charges $7 a front 
foot where the attendance far from justi- 
fies the price. If a game operator used 
20 feet at that rate it would cost him 
ground rent of $140.. With two men 
working the concessions it would mean 
$50 more, each being paid $25 per week. 
On top of this there is the light bill of 
about $10, plus the cost of transportation, 
which of course depends upon the dis- 
tance of jump, but an estimated average 
is about $25. Adding all these items to- 
gether, there is a total of $225, and the 
concession operator has to get this sum 
before he starts to make anything for 
himself. If it rains he is simply out of 
luck, and this is especially true if the 
deluge comes on the big day. 

Even at $5 a front foot, where the 
attendance does not warrant that price, 
the grade is a hard one to make for the 
concession man who wants to operate 
legitimately. 

Therefore, it can be easily seen that 
fairs must do their part if they expect 
the concession man to give his customers 
a fair and square deal—and it is the duty 
of each and every fair association to see 
that such treatment is given the public. 

Some fair men claim “outside in- 
fluence” causes them to have conces- 
sions operated loosely, but that seems 
to be nothing more than a weak excuse. 
It is these men who have got to get some 
“guts” and fight for their rights, as well 
as the rights of the public, 


O THE BEST of Tus ; SEEN, B. H.

position. From the very start the sec- 
ond year it was doomed. Attendance 
was bad and it kept getting worse as the 
months rolled by. All kinds of stunts 
were tried to boost the gate but to no 
avail. Finally, it came to the point 
where the officials could not pay electric 
light bills and the current was turned 
off. I was there with Bostock and we 
had to feed the animals by lantern light 
and could give no performances. Days at 
a time the midway would be deserted. 
All showmen and _ concessioners lost 
money. 

“I have noticed that most if not all 
carnivals and fairs attempting a hold- 
over have suffered the same way.” 


RANK (DOC) STUART thinks that a 
good place to put available “dough” 
these days is in “distressed” property, 

and to prove that he does what he thinks 
he has just bought a piece of lake prop- 
erty on the outskirts of Oklahoma City. 
The property is valued at 18 grand. Doc 
picked it up for nine grand, but only 
after a hard battle against several others 
who were interested in buying it. There 
are 10 acres with 700 feet of shoreline. 
The property has about $7,000 worth of 
improvements on it, which Doc is going 
to move to the back of the property and 
build himself a Spanish house which will 
put his present Country Club home to 
shame. Already he has been offered a 
grand profit. 

A few days after buying the property 
Doc purchased a 20-foot launch, which 
was also “distressed paper,” and he still 
has a few C's left out of the 10 grand 
with which he started out when he pur- 
chased the lake property.

Tables Amusement Games

Issues injunction protecting games in Grayson County, 
Tex.—petition in federal court is obtained by Oklahoma 
firm—ruling cheers operating fraternity over State

SHERMAN, Tex., Dec. 15.—Pinball table games are amusement devices and not 
gambling boards, Federal Judge Randolph Bryant of United States District Court 
for the Eastern District of Texas ruled here December 10. Judge Bryant’s ruling 
resulted in a United States District Court injunction against the sheriff and dis- 
trict attorney of Grayson County, restraining them from seizure of the pinball 


table games. 


It is the first time a Federal Court in Texas has granted an in- 


junction to protect pinball games against seizure, and is expected to be of great 


importance to Texas operators in pre- 
venting such interference, Berwald and 
Rosenfield, operators’ attorneys, stated. 


The petition was brought in the name 
of the Reese Amusements, Inc., against 
the sheriff and district attorney of Gray- 
son County. Federal jurisdiction was es- 
tablished thru the fact that Reese 
Amusements is an Oklahoma corporation 
engaged in interstate commerce, and that 
the value of the property involved ex- 
ceeds $3,000. Hearing was held on De- 
cember 8 and the ruling was issued on 
Monday. The defendants presented their 
answers and exceptions at the Monday 
session. 


. Judge Bryant’s decision was hailed as 
a@ clear-cut victory for the operators. 


NACOMM Secures Freight 
Shipping Consideration 


CHICAGO, Dec. 15.—The work of the 
National Association of Coin-Operated 
Machine Manufacturers in securing bet- 
ter classifications in freight schedules on 
coin machines has resulted in a ruling 
by the Consolidated Classification Com- 
mittee that an increase in the size and 
weight limits for shipments in fiber 
boxes will be allowed. It is announced 
that games may now be shipped uncer 
the classification “Games, Coin Oper- 
ated,” in fiber boxes of 275-pound test, 
With maximum dimensions of 85 united 
inches and maximum weight of 105 
pounds. The previous limits were 70 
inches and 90 pounds. 


‘The -change will become effective 
January 15, 1935. It is a consolidation 
of Subjects Nos. 179 and 183 in Docket 
No. 59, concerning which the NACOMM 
presented evidence at a recent meeting 
of the CCC. The ruling is said to per- 
mit shipping some of the larger tables 
in fiber cartons. 


Michigan Biz Up 


DETROIT, Dec. 15.—Marshall-Lemke, 
Inc., Detroit machine jobbers, reported a 
big pickup in out-State business this 
week. On one day 27 machines were 
shipped, largely to operators in Bay City 
and other points north. 


The firm is expanding its Michigan 
activities by putting two salesmen out 
on the road. Their attention will be 
devoted constantly to contacting Miche 
igan operators, and both are stated to 
be experienced machine men. 

Marshali-Lemke has closed the office 
it formerly maintained at 3127 Cass ave- 
nue, concentrating activity at the large 
Woodward avenue plant. The office for- 
merly maintained by Lemke on the east 
side on Gratiot avenue will be reopened 
as a wholesale branch, he said this week. 

Novelty business, which is a large pal% 
of the firm’s trade, is proving a large 
source of sales these days. Christmas 
gift sales to operators for gifts to their 
friends and location owners have proved 
especially popular. Out-State operators 
have been acquiring the novelties and 
high-class premium goods stocked by 
Marshail-Lemke for distribution as 
prizes, but Detroit operators, observing 
the new ordinance, have been ordering 
much less.

Hawaiians Wait 
Court Opinion 


HONOLULU, Dec. 17.—Locations and 
coinmen are anxiously awaiting a de- 
cision of the Circuit Court, expected to 
be given this week, on the question of 
giving prizes with pinball games. Police 
department has contended that giving 
prizes, usually cigarets, is a lottery under 
the territorial statutes. Restaurants and 
beer parlors are the particular locations 
against which the police are venting 
their wrath. 

Pinball games have gained consider- 
able popularity since their introduction. 
The general opinion among coinmen is 
that the court decision will forbid prizes 
but that operation of the games for 
amusement purposes only will be allowed. 


Collection of Eastern 
Cases Open to Coinmen 


NEW YORK, Dec. 15.—Attorney Ben- 
jamin H. Haskell, 305 Broadway, who 
represents coin machine associations 
here, stated today that he is willing to 
show all interested operators the records 
of court cases. 

These cases are on file in his offices 
and are in themselves a history of the 
Eastern coin-machine situation. Haskell 
explained that he believed many op- 
erators would be benefited in their own 
communities by guiding their policies 
according to the decisions already won 
s0 expensively in courts thruout the 
State. 

Records of any specific cases will also 
be furnished -out-of-town operators.

Associations 


Printers’ Ink recently enumerated 14 positive advantages 
that have accrued to trade associations under the NRA. While 
the manufacturing section of the coin-machine industry is the 
only organized group to profit directly from the NRA, operators 
and jobbers are also vitally interested in the general subject of 
organization. : 


There are those who say the NRA is dead. But careful 
students of business know that the approved principles of the 
NRA will go on under another name, or else there is no hope 
for modern business in this country. Unfortunately, the NRA 
became a political issue rather than a united effort to get out of 
the depression. All of us who belong to the human race are 
about 90 per cent damfool and view all issues thru political 
prejudice rather than on their merits. 


Primarily, the NRA was the biggest ballyhoo campaign 
we have had since the World War and it was good ballyhoo. 
Since we are all human, ballyhoo is necessary either to win a 
war or to overcome business depression. There is no other 
known way to get popular support for a common cause. The 
NRA should have been viewed in this light rather than as a 
political issue. It has been said on good authority that a well- 
known advertising group offered a plan for a ballyhoo campaign 
to the Hoover administration somewhat similar to the NRA. 
Had such a campaign been adopted at that time, it might have 
changed the course of history. 


But socially minded people recognize more in the NRA 
than simply good ballyhoo. It was an experiment on a nation- 
wide scale to make trade associations mean something. Those 
who attended the national coin-machine conventions for the 
last several years know that each year there was much talk 
about organization, the need to improve public relations, the 
matter of correcting trade evils and so on, but as soon as the 
convention was over there was no possible way to enforce any 
of the rules agreed upon. 


The NRA was a plan to put government support back of 
financing the plans adopted by the majority of an industry and 
also enforcing the trade rules agreed upon. Altho trade asso- 
ciation work had grown marvelously during the 15 years pre- 
ceding the NRA, yet there was always the feeling of a lack of 
authority to enforce the most essential requirements in the field 
of fair competition. 


It may be stated frankly that modern competitive business 
has reached the stage where positive authority is required to 
enforce the rules of the game. Even with the present stable 
conditions of the coin-machine manufacturing industry, it is 
possible for one or two firms, bent on doing so, to disrupt the 
entire industry in a short while. It is true in all lines of in- 


dustry that a small minority can disrupt normal conditions in an 
entire industry. 


Much has been learned under the NRA. Due to political 
prejudice, it will be best to forget the NRA and let the good 
work go on under some other name. Its basic features will have 
to be continued under some name, or business recovery, if ever 
attained, would not last six months. 


Present indications are that the government will, as a per- 
manent policy, require that 80 per cent of the members of an 
industry must agree on rules and plans to secure government 
support of rules of fair competition. Trade associations will 
never get anywhere, either, unless the government supports 
the authority to collect reasonable dues. The government will 
have to go still further and require every organization or asso- 
ciation of whatever kind to give strict accountability for every 
penny collected in dues. SILVER SAM.

Tucker, president of the Tobacco Deal- 
ers, presented the petition and gave the 
view of many merchants in other lines of 
business, that the prizes were an im- 
portant factor in retail business. With- 
drawal of legal prizes has meant a seri- 
ous drop in business to tobacco dealers, it 
is stated, “a loss that we cannot 
well afford.” 


It is understood that other trade 
groups may enlist in the support of the 
petition for prizes, tho none have done 
so openly. The Detroit Retail Druggists’ 
Association backed the operators in their 
fight several months ago, and the op- 
erators seem to have won the respect of 
most location owners thru the way they 
have acted in strict compliance with 
the law, however unjust they felt it to 
be, while they continued to fight for a 
just decision of the whole issue. 


The new petition specifically bars all 
cash prizes, which have been a source 
of difficulty from the start. 


Threat of definite legal action to de- 
mand an injunction was made this week 
by Henry C. Lemke, of Marshall-Lemke, 
Inc., in an interview with The Billboard 
correspondent. 


“The ordinance is unconstitutional as 
it stands. Section 5, giving the police 
department the power to say where ma- 
chines can and cannot be put, is unfair. 
The police are refusing any licenses for 
a place that also carries school supplies. 
One operator applied for 45 permits and 
only one was granted. 


“We are prepared to fight this thru 
legally toa finish. We will stand all the 
expenses. We hope the association will 
come along with us, but we will not 
wait any longer. Our customers are 
looking up to us to protect them. 


“We have not bought a thousand dol- 
lars’ worth of machines for local resale 
in the past month—and this is killing 
the manufacturers’ business. Our own 
pay roll was cut from 27 to 12 employees 
because of the loss of business when 
the amendment went thru.” 

A meeting of the Skill Game Operators’ 
Association was held Tuesday night and 
members were generally in favor of al- 
lowing the present plan of working to 
be continued. All members agreed to 
rigid adherenee to the regulation pro- 
hibiting prizes until the matter is settled. 

Milton R. Atlas, attorney for the asso- 
ciation, is preparing to present petitions 
to the city council asking that prizes 
be again legalized. Every operator is 
securing the signatures of the location 
owners with whom he deals, and the 
cumulative importance of this petition 
of business men and small merchants is 
expected to be a big factor in the ulti- 
mate decision. ' 


Louisville Fee 
Reduced to $7.50 


LOUISVILLE, Dec. 15.—The city license 
on pinball games was set at $7.50 on 
each machine per year by the board of 
aldermen at a- meeting Tuesday eve- 
ning, December 11. The privilege of 
transferring license from one machine 
to another was also granted. 


The license fee on pinball games was 
originally fixed at $10 per year several 
weeks ago, but operators contended that 
this was too high and applied for a re- 
duction. The mayor issued an order 
about a month ago that the collection 
of the license fee be discontinued until 
the question was,settled as to the amount 
that should be collected. The operators 
had hoped to secure an annual fee of $5 
with privilege of transfer. 


Phono Firm Reports Big 
Year of Varied Growth 


GRAND RAPIDS, Mich., Dec. 15.-—Au- 
tomatic Musical Instrument Company, 
manufacturer of phonographs, reports a 
substantial increase in business during 
the year. Employment during the last 
11 months averaged 122 persons, com- 
pared with 59 during the same period of 
1933. The firm specializes in the pro- 
duction of automatic phonos, robo- 
phones and sound equipment for film 
projectors. 

Robophones and film sound equip- 
ment were added to the line during the 
year, bringing in considerable new busi- 
ness, according to a report to the Asso- 
ciation of Commerce. The radio division 
has also been active. Bell Lock Com- 
pany, making locks for the firm, moved 
into the five-story building of the parent 
company about a year ago.

Texas Would 
License Ops 


e 
Proposed law would tax 
machines, too — TCMOA 
terms it fair legislation 


s 

DALLAS, Dec. 15.—Licensing of Texas 
coin-machine operators and collection of 
a graduated scale of taxes will be recom- 
mended to the January session of the 
Legislature, according to _ resolutions 
adopted at a meeting of the Texas Coin 
Machine Operators’ Association here Sun- 
day. President H. I. Drollinger, of 
Houston, presided at the session. 


Secretary-Treasurer John A. Backman 
explained that the licensing-tax bill to 
be submitted to the Legislature is essen- 
tially the same as that embodied in the 
Texas Centennial revenue bill, which 
failed to pass at a special session last 
month, 


All operators would be licensed by the 
State comptroller under terms of the pro- 
posal. Any owner of one or more ma- 
chines would be classified as an op- 
erator. The licensing fee would be $25 
for the first 10 machines; $25 more for 
the next 10, and $10 for each additional 
10 owned by the operator. In addition, 
there would be a tax of approximately 
$2.50 per machine per year. Members 


of the Legislature have expressed ap- 


proval of the plan. 

“This has all the earmarks of fair 
legislation,” Mr. Backman said. “The op- 
erators think it is just. But we are 
determined to fight to the last ditch any 
discriminatory legislation such as that 
passed by the last Legislature.” 

The last Legislature approved a tax 
measure which brought on a battle royal 
from the operators. An _ injunction 
against collection of those taxes is still 
in effect. 

Under the proposed law no one would 
be allowed to work under another man’s 
license, 

Plans to again send the largest dele- 
gation to the Chicago show were dis- 
cussed. Secretary Backman announced 
that as many special cars as are needed 
will be made up into the Texas train. 
More than 140 operators from Texas, 
Oklahoma and Louisiana were in attend- 
ance at the Sunday session. A large 
portion of them expressed the intention 
of going to the show. 

The association’s annual meeting will 
be hela the first Sunday in April. In 
the meantime, arrangements were made 
for strong representation at the capital 
during the Legislature’s session.

Of Balkan Conditions 


NEW YORK, Dec. 15.—Nick Acson, 
veteran skill-game operator of the 
Queens Amusement Company, sailed last 
Saturday for Greece aboard the Saturnia. 
Acson will visit Spain, Italy, Greece, 
Turkey and the other Balkan countries 
to make a survey of legislation and 
economic conditions bearing on amuse- 
ment machines. 

He plans tieups for the introduction 
of machines in those countries.

Ops and Jobbers Agree on 
Stable Price Plan i in N. Y. 


Committees from both sia thrash out policy—job- 
bers agree to plan in lively session following—establishes 
general policy on knotty price issues 

e 


NEW YORK, Dec. 15.—Committees representing the operators and the Metro- 
politan Jobbers’ Association met in a one-hour session here this week and agreed 
on some plans for stabilizing prices which were later adopted by the jobbers’ group 
in regular meeting. The agreements involved such delicate subjects as used machine 


prices, 


new machine prices, trade-in values and return of machines after trial 


period. The most delicate points in the price argument between operators and 
jobbers were given an airing and some definite policies agreed upon. The first point 


of agreement was on the trade-in value 
of machines. Prices on all used ma- 
chines now'on the market were agreed 
upon in a few minutes and the listing 
will be considered as standard in this 
territory. The jobbers presented their 
suggested schedule, to which the op- 
erators agreed. The agreement provided 
that the jobber would be allowed a 20 
per cent markup on the trade-in price for 
the resale of these machines when re- 
built. New machines taken from the 
jobber’s office and returned within seven 
days would be offered to operators at a 
10 per cent reduction in price. 

When these agreements were brought 
before the MJA meeting there was con- 
siderable discussion pro and con, but 
the agreements were finally accepted. 
Certain charges of price cutting against 
members were also brought up under 
recent resolutions adopted. Rather than 
provoke charges and countercharges on 
the floor, Benjamiin H. Haskell, attorney, 
was designated as arbiter on all such 
matters. A plan will be followed whereby 
the accused and the plaintiff will each 
select a man to sit on a committee of 
three to hear the charges. Two jobbers 
against whom charges of price cutting 
had been made have agreed to this plan. 
If found guilty, according to rules re- 
cently adopted, they will be heavily
